The result is con- 
sidered important as establishing precedents for 
pumerous similar affairs. 

Corea still endeavors to retard Japanese in- 
tercourse, but the Japanese firmly maintain the 
position guaranteed by the treaty. Hasty acts 
of individaal Japanese, however, are strongly 


made by Prince Kung and LI 
Gen. Grant, no steps were taken, and the efforts 


continues to be the exciting topic. The corre- 
spondence between the German Envoy and the 
wapanese Foreign Minister is published. The 
Japanese officer takes the position that in time of 
great public danger sanitary regulations must 
be imperatively enforced and controlled by the 
Government alone. The German ofhcial 
holds that, under the extra territorial system 
Japan can impose no rules, no matter what the 
emergency, except with the consent and co-op- 
eration of foreign representatives, while he 
strongly defends his action in bringing the sbip 
from the infected port through the barriers. 
The Japanese Minisier protests in a way requir- 
ing immediate notice from the General Govern- 
ment. It is interesting to state that Gen. Grant 
unhesitating]y and openly expresses his opinion 
that the Japanese are thoroughly justified, and 
that the most forcible measures would have 
been justified, even to sinking the intruding 
ship. It is a remarkable fact that since the vio- 
lation of the quarantine by the German vessel 
the cholera has so increased in Yokohama and 
Tokio, which oefore were comparatively 
free, that these are now formally 
deciared infected. The representatives of 
the European Powers generally have 
suddenly issued notifications requiring 
their countrymen to observe and obcy the 
Japanese regulations. It is feared, however, 
that the concession comes too late. It is im- 
possible to overstate the exasperation of the 
Japanese. They feel and declare that, solely 
for the maintenance of a paltry false principle 
of diplomatic dignity, the plague has been let 
loose upon the people of the country. Only one 
foreign representative, American, has recog- 
nized the Japanese right from the beginning. 
The British Envoy has led all others in upposi- 
tion, and the ground assumed by him is that 
Japan’s privilege—exciuding foreign ships on 
any plea—toust never fhe acknowledged. If the 
Government apprehends peril from an epidemic, 
he claims that the Toreign envoys must be ap- 
pealed to, and that it is for them to decide 
whether steps be taken to prevent the entrance 
of disease. The irritation of the Government 
and people is more intense than ever befere. In 
addition to United States Minister Bingham and 
Gen. Grant, Gov. Hennessy, of Hong Kong, 
lately visiting here, strongly supports the 
Japanese. 

A document is publisbed by authority of the 
Department of Finance presenting a scheme for 
the total liquidation of the public debt in twen- 
ty-six years. The plan is elaboraely wrought 
out and recognized by financicrs as practical and 
effective if the primary condition of peace is in- 
sured. 

‘The cholera continues virulent, but there are 
signs of abatement within the present month. 
Thus far, there have been 45,000 attacked and 
25,000 deaths. The Government displays un- 
flagging energy in confrontipg and checking tne 
disease.

Bilis Allowed and Disallowed—Cleaning Up 
Their Business. 
An adjourned meeting of the South Town 
Board was hela yesterday noon at the South 
Town offices, No. 119 Dearborn street, Justice 
Summerfield presiding. The Committee ap- 
pointed Tuesday to 
AUDIT THE STACK OF BILLS 
against the Board reported, through Sapervisor 
Page, as follows: 
To the Honorable Board of Auditors: Your 
Committee, to whom were referred certain bills 
presented for payment to the South Town, beg 
leave to report: 
That they have given full consideration to the 
netitions presented by B. Lowenthal on behalf of 
the International Bank, and respectfully report 
adversely to the claim made for night work of cer- 
tain Deputy Assessors. This claim was frequently 
before the Board during the year 1878, at which 
times the bank was represented bv counsel, and 
full bearing given by the Board. The Board, how- 
ever. voted to allow $2.50 per night for each 
Depaty Assessor who performed the service, which 
amount was paid. Your Committee, after full 
consideration. see no reason for interfering with 
the action of the Board of last year. The amount 
of this claim w $347.25, which your Committee 
recommend the Board not to allow. 
Another claim is made for $456, being $4 per 
day for 114 days of service claimed to have been 
rformed by Brvan Philpot, C. H. Gaubert, and 
' F. Christopherson. The employment of these gen- 
tlemen, it appears, was never directed by the 
Board, but they weré appointed by the Assessor 
after the Board of Appointment bad adjourned, 
without its knowledge or consent. Of course, the 
appointment was illegal, and the Superior Court of 
Cook county has so decided. This claim was also 
rejected by the Board of 1878. It is known, how- 
ever. that these zentlemen performed the labor for 
which compensation is sought, and your Committee 
simply report the facts without recommenaation. 
Another claim is presented for $128 for services 
claimed to nave been performed by R. A. Rice, E. 
C. Cleaver, and J. H. Stevens. These gentlemen 
were appointed by Mr. Rice long before the Board 
ever met. clearly contrary to the statute. Their 
claim was disallowed by the Board of 1878, after 
full consideration, and your Committee, after 
careful investigation of all the circumstances sur- 
rounding this case, would recommend that this 
claim be disallowed. 

Your Committee would farther report that all of 
the above claims were sued in court, and, aftera 
full trial before his Honor Judge Gary, were de- 
clared illegal. A motion for a new trial was made. 
and is still pending, and will, as we 
are advised by counsel. Judge Barnum, 
who represented the South Town, he overruled. 
Should the Board allow the claim of Philvot, Gau- 
bert, and Christopherson, your Committee would 
recommend that it be upon the condition that the 
suits against the town be dismissed and a roceipt 
in full be given to the town. If, however, the 
town is to be at the expense of following any one 
of the claims to the upper conrts, it will not in- 
volve any greater expense to take up the whole 
record. 

In reference to the claim for $1 per day extra 
compensation for J. G. Gozzens, as Chief Deputy, 
your Committee report that it has been customary 
in the past to make the allowance, and would rec- 
ommend accordingly that the claim be allowed. 

A claim is made by Sheidly, Lyon, Howard, 
Cozzens, Brown, Coulston, Webster, Wright. and 
Boyd. Deputy Assessers, and Assessor Drake for 
extra time in making the assessment. The extra 
time comprises two Sundays. The delay on the 
part of the County Clerk in giving the books to Mr. 
Drake compelied bim to work the avove-named 
gentlemen on Sundays. Your Committee consider 
the resolution of the Board fixing the compensation 
at $4 for each day's service would technically cover 
this case, and accordingly recommend the allow- 
ance of the claim. 

Your Committee aiso recommend the payment of 
the claim of John C. Welling, Trustee. The tax 
has been paid twice, and the county has refunded 
ite share. The amoant is $15. 07. 

As to the claim of Kirk Hawes for legal services 
rendered Assessor Drake, your Committee make 
no recommendation. The Committee are in doubt 
as to the power of the Assessor to employ counsel 
without the consent of the Board. This question, 
together with the amount of the claim, your Com- 
mittee refer to the Board. 

All the other claims your Committee have ex- 
amined and recommend the payment thereof. 

THE REPORT WAS TAKEN UP AND CONSIDERED 
item by item. The International Bank claim 
was again overhauled, a representative of the 
bank insisting that equity demanded that the 
bank should not be made to lose this money, 
and Justices Brayton and Brown insisting that 
the Board ought to establish no precedent

mands. The motion was adopted by a vote of 
yeas, 4; nays, 2—Mesers. Page, Summerfield, 
Hammer, and Schoreck voting in the affirma- 
tive, and Brown and Brayton in the negative. 
The Cozzens claim, the claim for Sunday 
and the Welling claim were duly al- 
lowed, as recommended by the Committee. 
The Hawes bill for 8300 didn’t strike the Board 
as exactly proper, and, on motion of Justice 
Brown, it was referred to the Supervisor and 
Clerk to inquire into and report udon at the 
next meeting—whenever that might be called.

Although it is an extremely busy season of 
an unusually busy year, the emplovers of mem- 
bers of the several regiments and bat- 
talions in the city have signified their 
intention of allowing them to partktipate 
in the encampment during the four days’ a most 
universally reslizing that it is one of the occa- 
sions that do the city no harm. but, on th:: con- 
trary, help to advertise it ahd all the bussiness 
men in it, and bring crowds of people to Chi- 
cago from other portions of the State.

The farm- 
ers suffer; the business-men suffer; the 
laborers suffer; the shareholders suffer; no- 
body is benefited except the small ring of 
gamblers in control of the railways. 

What other remedy is there besides Gov- 
ernmental interference? The people have 
asserted their approval of such interference 
by electing State Legislatures under instruc- 
tions to pass State laws fixing maximum 
rates. But State laws do not meet the pub- 
lic requirements; the best principles, of 
those laws must be applied to inter-State 
traffic. If it be right and proper for 
the States to protect the people so far as 
they can, then it is equally right and proper 
for the General Government to extend the 
same protection in the matter of inter-State 
commerce, which State laws cannot regu- 
late, The principle is already established 
that railways are highways, and inter-State 
highways are subject to Congressional 
control just as State highways are 
subject to Legislative control. There is 
no doubt as to the power of Con- 
gress to put on the brakes in this headlong

THE WHEAT CROP OF ILLINOIS. 

The wheat crop of Illinois for 1879 exhib- 
its some peculiarities that are worthy of 
note. The first of these 1s the decline in the 
acreage and product per acre of spring 
wheat, and the greater attention paid to wif- 
ter wheat. There are twenty-two counties in 
the State in which not an acre was give 
spring wheat; there are eleven counties in 
which less than fifty acres had spring wheat, 
and seven other counties in which less than 
100 acres were devoted to that crop. Prac- 
tically, therefore, in more than one-third of 
the counties no spring wheat was grown this 
year. In only twelve counties did the ag- 
gregate production of spring wheat exceed 
100,000 bushels, while the total product 
in the State was only 3,376,400 bushels. 
The counties producing spring wheat are 
prindpally in the northwest and certral 
part of the State, and are Lee, 362,690 
bushels; Ogle, 172,623; Livingston, 158,520; 
Bureau, 151,520; ‘McDonough, 147,406; 
Knox, 146,304; LaSalle, 142,224 ; Woodford, 
133,212; Whiteside, 129,912; Stephenson, 
124,780, and Carroll, 122,000. Of the 2,440,- 
000 acres in wheat only 303,736 were put in 
spring wheat, and the average production 
was eleven bushels to the acre. Only three 
counties—Bureau, Lee, and Marshall pro- 
duced no winter wheat. 

Ninety-nine of the 102 counties of the 
State produced winter wheat. Of these, 
twenty-six produced more than 500,000 
bushels each, and, as compared with the 
whole number of improved lands in each, 
the proportion devoted to all kinds was as

BRITISH AND AMERICAN TAXATION.

In contrast with 
this he puts the expenditures of Great Brit- 
ain for the current year at $354,514,040. The

The great equatorial region of 
Africa, with its almost fabulous wealth, is 
the bonanza which England has found, and 
its development and opening up to the influ- 
ences of civilization read almost like a 
romance, as they are told in letters to the 
London Times from that quarter of the 
world. It is only five years ago that Col. 

In two 
years he opened the entire line of the Nile 
to the equator to peaceful intercourse with 
the outside world, brought all the tribes 
along its banks into submission, and estab- 
lished trading posts throughout the entire 
distance.

A correspondent of the London Times has 
recently been traversing the whole length of 
Bulgaria, from Varna and Rustchuk to Tir- 
nova and Sofia, places which, hitherto com- 
paratively unknown, have become as familiar 
as household words through the agency of 
the late war, aud has coatributed to that 
paper some extremely interesting observa- 
tioms upon the present condition of the prov- 
ince, whose freedom was earned by its. par- 
ticipation in the memorable struggle. One 


of the most notable features observed by him 
is the great change in population which has 
taken place as the direct result of the war. 
At Tirnova, the ancient Capital, he found 
that four-fifths of the Turkish houses had 
been destroyed. Before the war it had a 
population of 25,000 people, and half of them 
were Turks. During the war they fled, and 
since the war only about 1,500 have return- 
ed, and the most of these have come back 
to try and recover property which has been 
seized. The same proportion in the disap- 
pearance of Turks, who have either fled or 
ceased to be, holds good in Sofia, Plevna, 
Loftcha, Orkanie, and other prominent local- 
ities which the war has made historic. On 
the whole, this correspondent estimates that 
as many as 200,000 Mussulmans have been 


Contrasting the territorial area and the 
population, he says: It will be seen that 
the cost of government in this country 
(Great Britain) is 52 per cent greater than in 
the United States in proportion to the popu- 
lation.“

The American debt, National, State, county, 
and city, is put down at $3,137,134,450, 
The indebtedness of the United Kingdom is

In contrasting the efficiency of the Gov- 
ernments in the two countries, the writer 
points out several instances. Thus, in the 
United States he finds a lamentable extent 
of bad roads. On another point, the en- 
foroemeut of law, a subject on which there 
is frequent discussion in this country, this 
English gentleman frankly states: 

In the repression of violence the advantage is on 
the side of the United Kingdom, but not so de- 
cidedly as some persons might be inclined to im- 
agine. We read of railway strikes and serious con- 
flicts with revenue officers in the States; but these 
circumstances are exceptional and rare. Although 
we are more prepared for the repression of 
violence, yet, inthe main, order is better pre- 
served in the States than in this country, and iife 
and property are there at least equally secure,” 

The writér calls the attention of his coun- 
trymen to the fact that the expenditure in 
the United States for schools is double that 
of the United Kingdom, and that in the 
States education is free, and is not so in 
England. In the United States the cost of 
land register in the matter of a transfer or 
mortgage is but a few shillings; in England 
it is enormous. In the States all institutions 
for the public benefit are aided, and public

Judge Watts, of the St. Clair County (Ill.) 
Circuit Court, is making fat fees for lawyers in 
granting a perpetual injunction against the Col- 
lectors of the sixteen counties of the State 
through which the Toledo, Wabash & Western 
Railway runs (now the Wabash ‘ Railroad), re- 
straining them from enforeing the collection of 
the tax assessed upon the capital stock of that 
road for the year 1873. The amount involved is 
about $200,000. The principal reason for this 
decision, it is stated, is that the Railroad Com- 
pany having become bankrupt, the tax-warrants 
cannot be levied upon the personal property of 
the corporation. This action of Judge Watts 
will, of course, be fought by the counties cheat- 
ed out of their tax, and by the State choused 
out of its tax, until the Company is compelled 
to pay what it owes.

HIS RETURN.

New York. Aug. 27.—Edward Payson Wes- 
ton, the last winner of the Astley belt and 
champion pedestrianfof the world, arrived here 
to-day in the Nevada, accomvanied by his wife, 
three children, and a valet. His vyoy- 
age was about one day longer than the usual 
time, on account of head winds and fogs, but he 
succeeded in crossing the Atlantic without suf- 
fering seasickness. The managers ot the Mad- 
ison Square Garden made preparations for the 
pedestrian’s reception; but the pre-arranged 
ovation proved mild compared with the cordial 
reception Weston met from some thousands of 
New Yorkers. The tug Fletcher, with a party 
on board, sighted the vessel about two miles 
below quarantine. The steamship was 
covered from stem to stern with flags 
of all nations, and, as soon as the tug 
flying the Willams & Guion colors blew ber 
whistle, the steamer’s passengers crowded her 
side and cheered. When the steamers were off 
quarantine the passengers of the tug boarded 
the steamer, the intention being to take Weston 
to the city ind triumph on the tug, but he de- 
clined the honor. He brought out a new leather 
case containing the well-known belt, and this 
brought another storm of cheers. 
WESTON LOOKS YOUNGER 
by some years than when be left this country 
some years ago. He was dressed in a low- 
crowned stiff black hat, black clothes, low shoes, 
displaying red stockings, and on his watch-chain 
was a handsome gold locket, given him by Sir 
John Astler, containing a miniature photograoh 
of that gentieman. His fine gold watch was 
also a gift from Astley and a number 
of English admirers. His face was smooth, 
giving him almost a boyish appearance, 
and the only indication of advancing age were 
the few gray bairs about his temples. The 
pedestrian welcomed his friends heartiiy, par- 
ticularly the reporters, several of whom had been 
Weston’s associates when he was a journalist. 
He soon had the whole party in the card-room, 
and it did not take him long to show he is the 
same tireless man, both mentally and physically, 
he was some years ago. he is never at rest for 
a minute, unless asleep. Weston was not en- 
thusiastic over his return to New York, no doubt 
remembering the many failures made in this 
city, when he attempted, as be often did. 
FEATS THEN BELIEVED IMPOSSIBLE. 
He looked with a smile upon the attentions 
showered upon him. He said repeatedly: “* Ac- 
tions speak louder than words; but there’s noth- 
ing succeeds like success, gentlemen. I bave seen 
the time in this ofty when I could not borrow $25 
to keep the rink open another dar when I was 
walking. I did not care to bring the belt back 
to New York. Iu fact, when I went away, I 
made up my mind not to walk any more in this 
city. While in many quarters I always received 
kindest treatment here, in others I did not. 
There was a time I would have considered it 
the proudest event of my life to bring 
this belt back to America, but I have got over 
that. Still, lam glad to bring it back for the 
sake of my friends. If 1 had had my way about 
it, this next waik would 
NOT BE IN NEW YORK BUT IN AUSTRALIA, 
but my wife and SirJohn Astley overcame my 
wishes. I did not train at all for the London 
walk, and never trained an hour in my 
life. 1 was in perfect health when I 
went into that walk, and am now as sound as a 
dollar. I was shown every attention in En- 
gland, and could not have been better treated 
if I bad been a Prince. Sir John Astley is one 
of the noblest men I ever met. About the next 
walk 1 have nothing to say. I shall do my 
best. I do not care to say anything about the 
profits of the London walk, as that would not 
interest the public.”’ 
A GREAT CROWD 

had gathered on the pier to welcome the vic- 
torious pedestrian. Several thousand persons 
waited outside the gates, and several hundred 
were on the pier, all anxious to catch an early 
glimpse of the walker. Weston was closely 
followed and loudly cheered as his coach siowly 
made its way. At the Rossmore Hotel Weston 
sat down in a little rocking chair, and, 
rocking rapidly, told some stories about 
his adventures in Eogiand. * Before the big 
walk in London,“ he said, I went to Sir John 
Astley and asked him to put up the £100 
entrance fee for me. My dear boy,’ said he, 
‘why not let well enough alone. No walker 
can compete with the Yunners, and I'm 
not going to let you throw £100 away 
in that way. I'll lend you £100 for anything 
else, but not to waste on this walk.’ I did not 
say any more about it to him, but entered my- 
self for the race. While in this country I never 
believed that running could bold out against 
walking, but, when I saw the pace of some 
of these runners, I changed my mind. Some

It was 4:10 when we were ready to start; the 
stare were shining brightly, but the pale white 
glow of dawn fn the East gave light enough for 
us to make out the dim outlines of the rocks.

As soon as we struck 
the rocks I noticed that they were decidedly 
more difficult to climb than those below; they 
were now muh steeper and smoother, and 
every step had to be studied before taking it. 
We soon came to a smooth, steep surface of 
rock, up which Bromtschen climbed without the 
least besitation or apparent difficulty, but when 
1 tried I could not find crack or cranny, and 
stood like a crab in an aquarium, feeling around 
in every direction with arms and legs for some- 
thing to catch held of or step on, but without 
success. Bromtschen then put bis knee down 

ainst a rock, and, without remark, raised me 
off my feet by the rope, and I found myself 
safely | ynded on a ledge at his side. 

The sun now touched the summits of Monte 
Rosa aud the Matterhorn, and we sat down for 
five minutes to watch the light creeping down 
their sides. It was a magoificent sunrise. There 
was not a cloud or sign of haze in any direction; 
the immense snow-fields around Monte Rosa 
shone with a clear golden pink light. We con- 
tinued to ascend as before, sometimes climbing 
straight upwards and Jometimes bearing a little 
to the left, until we came to a long. steep slope 
of snow, which proved hard enouch to bold us, 
aided by slut steps cut in the hard green. ice, 
which lay about a foot below the surface. A 
lopg rope, about as large as a clothes-line, ex- 
tended down the upper three-qutarters of this 
slope, having been tied around a rock at the top 
and left behind by one of the preceding parties 
in descend tag. e reached the top of the slope 
without having to make use of it, but it was 
about as much as I could do, 
of the snow lying at an angle of de- 
tween forty and forty-five degrees. We now 
found ourselves on farther end of s long 
narrow ridge leading up against the precip- 
itous body of the mountain. This ridge, called 
the “Shoulder,” is distinctly seen from Zer- 
matt. Proceeding along the top of this e 
on a narrow edge of bard snow througb whic 
jutted small sharp — of rock like a lo 
row of teeth, we at lest came to a small flat roc 
which scarcely afforded a seat for one person. 
We stopped here a few minutes to rest, I taking 
the only seat. We were now 1,475 feet above 
the hui and just 14,000 feet above the seg. 

To a novice our position seemed frichtful. On 
the right the rocks dropped sheer 3.00J{cet to he. 
steep snow-slopes leading down to the Z' Mutt 
giacier, and on the left slope was so steep that 
it appeared almost as a precipice. The ridge in 
front, along which we must pass, narrowed 
until it seemed to have vo breadtu at all, and 
was capped by a thin edge of snow, except 
where one or two thin needles of rock projected 
up through, so sharp that no snow could cling 
to them. The eye, following this apparentiy 
impassable ridge of spow-capped rocks, 
came at last to the main peak of the 
mountain, a emooth, glistening obelisk of 
rock and ice rising 780 feet above us. Directly 
in front of us and to our right the northera face 
of the mountain presented a wall of smooth rock 
which decended from above in one sheer jump 
to the Matterhorn glacier, more than 3,000 feet 
below us. Its surface down toour level was 
streaked and glazed with ice which glittered and 
shone in the morning sun, having been formed 
by the water from the melting snow above freez- 
ing during the night. The vertical precipice 
which forms the eastern face of this peak joined 
the northern face almost directiv before us. To 
untrained nerves the thought of attempting to 
cross that narrow ridge and get a footing on 
those steep icy rocks was simply horrible; one 
must have been inp such a dizzy and insecure po- 
sition, with such a feartul climb before bim, to 
thoroughly appreciate the feeling. However, I 
did not let the guides know that I felt a little 
like flinchiag, and, in fact, we all kept vers quiet 
and did not talk much. After resting ior ten 
minutes Bromtschen asked if | were ready to 
start. I had had enough of this place and was 
glad to go on and have something else to tbink 
of. 

We soon reached a bart of the ridge where it 
was not more than one foot wide. I could 
hardly believe that rock and snow could staud 
up in such a thin, sharp ridge; but there it was, 
and Bromtschen was walking along the compar- 
atively smooth, bard snow which capped the 
rocks: be stooped a little to balance himself. 1 
followed, but the slight wind on our richt was 
too strove for me to feel sure of my Dalance, as 
my feet, when the toes were turned out, 
from side to side of the ridge; so I got down on 
my hands and knees, and crawled slowly and 
carefully along, my right foot overhanging the 
Z Mutt glacier, and my left the precipice which 
leads down to the slope on the left. I crawled 
in this way for about 150 feet, and reached a 
small turret of rock, beyond which the ridge was 
not quite so narrow, and where I could walk 
upright. We foliowed the top of the Shoulder 
without much difficulty, but we still had to be 
so careful in placing our feet that I did not look 
abead mucb ; and sol found myself, almost before 
I knew it, at the foot of the main peak which 
had appeared so terrific from our last resting-

CHICAGO & WEST INDIANA. 
Another meeting of property-owners on Third 
avenue and adjacent streets was held at the 
corner of that street and Taylor last evening to 
hear the report of the Committee to prepare pe- 
titions to the Council and Board of Education in 
reference to the Chicago & Western Indiana 
Railway Company.

travel between these two divisious of the city. 
Therefore, sound public policy required 
that no further grants or franchises 
be made to any railway company to cross any of 
said streets north of Twelfth, the petitioners 
believing that any violation of this pelicy would 
not only greatly inconvenience ‘he traveling pub- 
lic, especially between the South and West Divi- 
sions of the city, but would alsogreatly damage 
the property. Ibe city held in trust for public 
schools a large property at the porthwest corner 
of Clark and Harrison streets, and also the 
Jones School property at the southeast corner 
of Third avenue and Harrison street, the latter 
costing the city about $140,000. ‘The laving of 
the tracks would damage the property over 50 
per cent,and make the school unfit for use. 
Therefore the petitioners pray the Council to 
decline to grant toany and all railway compa- 
nies any riguts or privileges whatever to occupy, 
use, or cross any streets north of Twelf.b. 

The petition to the School Board embodies

WISCONSIN CENTRAL EXTENSION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Freeport, III., Aug. 26.—Whatever may be 
said of this city by envious rivals, it cannot be 
denied that circumstances, if not enterprise, 
seem bound to make it a railroad centre. Hav- 
ing for years been of importance as the point of 
intersection of the Chicago & Northwestern, II- 
Unois Central, and Western Unioa Railroads, it 
seems to have occurred to certain corporations, 
as well as to private individuais, that there was 
room tor other enterprises of the kind. 

This idea is doubtiess responsibie for two 
schemes. One, involving a large outlay of capi- 
tal, and which, in its completion, will prove of 
greatest advantage to this city, is projected by 
the Wisconsin Central Railroad Company, which 


1 proposes building a road irom Portage City. 


Wis., south to Freeport, III., a distance of 103 
miles. ‘lhe exact line of this proposed exten- 
sion, or the towns which it wil touch, cannot at 
present be named, as the route has not been de- 
cided. Iv is definitely known, however, that it 
will be built, and a few months hence will see 
the work well under way. 

The other project was set on float by private 
individuais, and aims at the construction of a 
narrow-gauge road, which is to start from 
Dodgeviile, Wis., and follow the valley of the 
Pecatonica to this city. This line will be 73 
miles in length, and cost somewhere iu the 
neighborhood of $200,000. Sererai months ago 
an effort was made by the Wisconsin Central to 
purchase its franchise. This was rendered pos- 
sibie on account of emborrassment, occasioned 
by a lack of funds with which to go forward. 
At tue start an aid fund of $200,000 had been 
subscribed. but, owing to the failure of Whit- 
man & Baldwin, contractors. to comply with 
certain conditions, it was rendered of no use. 
In this emergency Doagevilie raised $30,000, 
and, with this sum at command, work will at 
once be commenced, with the expectation of 
completing between 30 or 40 miles of road before 
the advent of 1880. The narrow gauge will, 
in this State, tonch at the tewns of 
Winslow, McConnel’s Grove, Bobtown, and 
Buena Vista. Of its importance beyond its 
effect on the welfare of the places named no 
estimate can be formed. It opens quite an ex- 
tent of country to easy connection with Chicago, 
but beyoud a mere local convenience or neces- 
sity will probabl amount to little. 

Of the extension of the Wisconsin Central, 
much more can be said. It will piace the im- 
mense pinewies of Wisconsin on a direct line 
witt the Gulf of Mexico, and will, to this city at 
least, prove a source of much commercial im- 
portance, 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT RATES. 

Mr, J. N. McCullough, General Manager and 
Vice-President of the Peunsylvania Company, 
arrived in the city yesterday. He did not come 
on business, but principally to enjoy the pure 
air of Chicago and get a few days’ recreation. A 
TRIBUNE reporter had a conversation with bim 
yesterday afterngon in regard to the recent ad- 
vance in . ireight rates and the ro- 
ports that the Mes were again to be advanced 
on the 15th of September. Mr. McCullough 
stated that be did not consider the preseat rates 
exorbitant. They left the roadsa fair margin 
of profit and reimbursed them somewhat for the 
severe losses during the Jast winter and this 
spring, when the roads carried business much 
below cost. Yet he did notthink that another 
advance should be made defore the close 
of navigation. The ra lroads were now getting 
ail the freights they could carry, which proved 
that the rates were not too high, or business 
would fall off. Any attempt on the part of the 
Eastern trunk lines to make a further advance 
in rates before fall would be strongly opposed 
by him, and he believed the managers of the 
other roads leading East from Chicago coin- 
cided with bim in this matter. He was almost 
confident ano her advance would not be made 
before the last part of October, when the rates 
would probably be advanced five cents, which 
would make grain rates 35 cents and fourth 
class 40 cents per 100 pounds. At this flgure he 
thinks the rates woufd remain all winter, and 
with these the shippegs oucht to be satisfied, as 
it costs much more to transport business during 
the winter than in the summer. 


UNIFORM WEIGOTS. 

There will be a meeting of the various roads 
leading West from this city to-day at Commis- 
sioner Midgiey’s office, at the Grand Pacific Ho- 
tel, for the purpose of extending, if possible, tne 
agreement in regard do weighing freights.

The rail- 
roads have suffered greatly during the last few 
vears on account of cars being overloaded and 
the correct weights not given in the bills of la- 
ding. Nearly al the returns made by the in- 
spector show that a majority of the cars weighed 
by him contained trom 1,000 to 10,000 
pounds more than stated on the bills 
of lading, and tor which overweight the 
roads would have received no remuneration 
had the cars not been weighed over again by the 
inspector. The system of weighing lumber bas 
worked so satisfactorily, and has been so bene- 
ficial to all the roads parties to the agreement, 
that they are auxious to have the system ex- 
tended to all the roads for all kinds of freight. 


RULES AND RATES FOR SWITCH- 
ING CARS. 

Mr. Horace Tucker, General Freight Agent of 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company, has 
issved a circular to agents and Chicago Grain 
Receivers intorming them that his Company in- 
tends to adopt the following rules and rates for 
switching cars of grain in Chicago for on and 
after Sept. 1, 1879: On all grain delivered 
from track two Scents per 100 pounds for ton- 
nage will be charged in addition to all other 
charges. 

On all cars billed to elevators, if held out for 
reinsvection, a charge of $2 per car will be made 
for switching, but on presentation of Iuspectors“ 
certificate that the grade of grain has been 
changed, the switching charge will be refunded. 

Cars billed to elevator and switcbed to track. 
for track delivery, $2 per car switching will be 
charged. Cars billed to track and ordered to 
elevator will be switched free of charge. Cars 
billed to elevator and ordered to track, if after- 
wards ordered to elevator, $2 per car switching 
will be charged. Cars of transfer grain, con- 
signed through by other roads, if ordered held 
for inspection, $1 per car will be charged for 
switching in addition to all other charges. A 
charge of $3 per day or part of a day, for de- 
murrage, will be made on all cars held for rein- 
spection which may not be disposed of within 
forty-eight hours after arrival, and u like charge 
will be made on all cars delivered ou track for 
cars not entirely unloaded forty-eight hours 
after arrival. 

On cars grain consigned to Chicago parties, 
whether or track or elevator, and ordered 
turned over to connecting roads for further 
shipment, a switching charge of $2 will be made, 
and if consignees do not furnish connecting 
roads with shipping directions within twenty- 
four hours from time of delivery of car, de- 
murrage at the rate of $5 per day or part of a 
day will be charged until such shipping direc- 
tions are furnished. 


CHANGED THE PERCENTAGES. 

There was a rumor abroad in railroad circles 
yesterday that the High Muck-a-Mucks,”’ bet- 
ter known as the National Board of Arbitrators, 
had a meeting at New York Wednesday, and 
took into consideration the complaints made by 
the Pennsylvania Company, that the percentages 
decided upon atthe Niagara Falls meeting a 
few months ago were unjust, and that the Peun- 
sylvavia Company was getting less than it was 
entitled to, while the Baltimore & Ohio.was 
getting more.

The latter, consisting of two locomotives 
and a lew cars, was purchased by an Eastern 
narrow-gauge «road, the Burlington having no 
use for it. The Chicago, Millington & Western 
was commenced about five years ago, but fa 
got further tban its present terminus. The 
projectors of the road expended considerable 
money on the enterprise, and great efforts were 
made among the farmers to prevail on them to 
assist in the project, being promised cheap rates 
and other inducements, but somehow or other 
the [illinois Grangers took no stock in it, and 
the scheme failed.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 26.—Tom Buford, tne 
murderer of Judge Elliott, is still in the Louis- 
ville Jail, awaiting the time when he will be 
allowed a new trial or ordered to be sent to the 
Peritentiary at Frankfort, there to spend the 
remainder of his life. Buford persistently re- 
fuses to be interviewed, and the numerous 
reportorial attempts to have a conversation with 
him have proven the blankest failures. Al- 
though newspaper men cap get no satisfaction 
from him, be talks quite freely to others. 

To-day a Post and News reporter met a person 

who, while waiting trial, was confined in jail for 
several days in the same room with Buford. 
Buford’s quarters are occupied conjointly witha 
number of Breathitt County prisoners and Dr. 
Al Marrett, of this city. Theyare the most 
comfortable in the jail,and Buford is well 
pleased with his treatment. At present he 
seems cheerful and hegrty, and does not appear 
in the least like the bloodthirsty assassin that 
the jury found bim to be. His health is excel- 
lent. He eats with a keen appetite, and sleeps 
soundly at ni@ht. tie is fond of conversation, 
and, baving been a great reader and possessing 
the usual Kentucky command of language, he is 
very entertaining. His fellow-prisoners may at 
any time be seen gathered closely about him, 
listening as he discusses topic after topic with a 
peculiarly graphie style. 
„ As for the state of his mind, he is no more in- 
sane than vou or I. Bulord delights in playing 
solitaire and in trying his skill at chess with 
some of his companions. lu fact, he uses all 
expedients to prevent the time hangiug too 
heavily. Thouch eccentric, he does pot seem 
morose or sullen, but is cheerful, even gay at 
times, and is fond of a joke. 

Buford talks freelv with his companions about 
his crime and about bis reasons for committing 
it. He says be believes the Judges of the Court 
of Appeals actel in collusion to defraud him of 
the property in litigation. It was all a put-up 
job, and was a downright piece of robbery. The 
worry of the lawsuit killed bis sister, and the 
decision of the Judges was an outrage to the 
rights and honor of his family. Wen be went 
to talk to qudge Elliott about bis affairs, the 
latter, he says, turned pale, aud stammered and 
hesitated in his conversation. as if conscious 
that he bad been guilty of acting wrongfuly. 
He also told me that he considered it had be- 
come a persoval matter between us two, and he 
said to me. We wiil be obliged to have another 
fight about it.“ Ii a man comes into your 
home to rob you, would you not shoot him?” 
asks Buford. ‘And if a man defrauds me of 
property, iojures my honor, ought I not to 
shoot him like a common robber! If 1 bad let 
myself be a toadstool for these Judges, I would 
not think myseif worthy of being considered a 
gentieman.” 

He does not seem much concerned at the pros- 
pect of remaining in confinement the rest of his 
life, but has a lingering bope of once more being 
tree. He also is confident that the decision of 
the Court in reference to the property will be in 
some way changed, and that, altnough he may 
be in prison, he will have the satisfaction of ob- 
taining the money. 

He is very stroog in his language against the 
Judges of the Court of Appeals, and says: 
** Whatever I have done the Court of Appeals 
have damned themselves by this transaction, 
and the people will find it out, too.“ 

Buford thinks that in course of time the pub- 
lic feeling against him will die awav, and that 
people will begin to look at bis side of the case.

HOME & DOWER. 

Yesterday morning Judge J. W. Frazee, the 
Traveling Solicitor of the United States Home 
& Dower Association, and E. A. Colby, its Gen- 
eral Manager, were arrested on a charge of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. The com- 
plainants were John Errickson, who claims that 
he lost $45, and Edwin Ellickson, who claims to 
have lost $135. These same persons have pre- 
viously sworn out warrants against the defend- 
antson somewhat similar charges. The two 
were taken first to the Central Polize Station, 
and from there to the West Side Police Court, 
where the cases came up before Justice Walsh. 
An examination was waived, and the parties 
were held to the Criminal Court. 

Later in the dav another warrant was sworn 
out before Justice Scully by James M. Simpson, 
ex-bookkeeper of the Western Agency, charg- 
ing Messrs. Frazee and Colby with obtaining 
money under false pretences to the amount of 
about $7,000 from thirty-three different indi- 
viduals, residing in the States of IInnois, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, lowa, and Wisconsin, the 
names and amounts being as follows: C. E. 
Bostwick, $450; Mes. Akerley, $135; 
J. H. Martin, $45; John Keck, $90; 

Smith, $45; Mary L. White, 
$45; W. H. Merrick, $90; Berry & Yager, $450;

Ibe warrant was served by Capt. Steele, of the 
detective force, and the parties were brought 
before the Justice for examination. Mr. Simp- 
son testified that he bad been informed some 
time ago by Justice Whiteside, who was in 
court as counse! for defendants, that the asso- 
ciation was a swindle and a fraud; that it never 
had a dollar to its name, never had made a loan. 
and never intended to make one; that 
the parties were here specially to de- 
ceive the people; and that a man 
who paid in a cent would never get a penny 
back, and that he had witnesses to prove that 
such was the case. Healso stated that there 
was to his knowledge over $14,000 received here 
with the definite understanding tha* each per- 
son investing was to get aloao, but that not 
one cent had been loaned in accordance with 
the promises made. 

After the examination Jadge Whiteside said 
that the statements made by the witness re- 
garding him were uotrue. ‘The witness, how- 
ever, asserts his willuguess to make affidavit 
to the correctness of bis statements. The de- 
fendants waived examination, ana were held in

ALLEGED ROBBERY. 

Wilson Rowell, a printer, living at No. 347 
Milwaukee avenue, showed up io the West 
Division Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing, and wanted the “statoots” read 
to bim. The impossibility was er- 
plained to him, and then de sougut 
other advice from the police-court lawyers. He 
bad been robbed, and that too by people who 
should have befriended him, owing to the 
liberal way in which he had patronized 
them. Aud he wanted to know if «he 
went down to a hardware-store and pur- 
chased an extra large revolver, and went back 
and sbot dead both robbers, if any of the legal 
talent thereabouts could guarantee him immu- 
nityfrom punishment. They very truly answered 
that they had not yet risen to that pinnacle of 
criminal jurisprudence to liberate the murderer, 
although some of the profession were 
insight of such an eminence. The result was 
that a warrant was sworn out for Mr. and Mrs. 
Granger, keepers of the Park Place Hotel, for- 
merly known as the Powell House, and located 
at the corner of Milwaukee and Armitage 
avenues. The charge was robbery, and 
in the accompanying affidavit it was 
set forth that the amount stolen was $80 cash. 
It was exovlained that there was likely no such 
person as Mr. Granger; that Mrs. Granger was 
the proorietress of the hotel, and that the head- 
man about the place was known as Mr. Granger 
simply out of respect to Mrs. Granger. 

Mr. Rowell appeared to be quite a genius in 
the way of ideas and conversation, and the 
whole truth of the complaint was easily worried 
out bim. He is aman who, when sober, is in- 
dutrious and money-making, and his unsober 
moods re only periodical and a long time apart. 
They are, bowever, marked by one uliarity, 
he throws his money broadcast, and, according 
to bimself, his last outbreak cost bim between 
$1,100 and $1,300. A great deal of this was 
spent at the Park-Place Hotel. One of his last 
inebriate acts was to cash a $100 bond, and 
he. of course, started to spend that, in the hopes 
of moderately graduating once more into - 
briecy. After spending from $16 to $20 at the 
Park Place Hotel bar, he says he put about 
$80 into his fob pocket. and allowed himself to 
be led off to bed. In the morning when 
he awoke and wished to eet up 
and dress himself. te found to his consternation 
that his unméntionables had been abstracted 
from the room during the night. He rang the 
bell, and hammered loudiy upon the walis and 
door of his room, and finally, after a long talk 
under a flag of truce, improvised with 
his shirt. he induced the hotel attendants to 
restore bim his trousers. They offered in ex- 
cuse that they had beén torn in a bar-room fight 
and they had obliginglv sent them to a tailor’s 
to get fixed. Mr. Rowell at once looked for his 
money in the fob pocket but found it not, 
and then he began to make a noise. He de- 
manded the name of the tailor. and was told it 
was a she and not a be, and that it was the 
kiteben girl. He demanded his moner, 
but found it not. Then he cemanded 
to know where bis pantaloons were 
torn, and asked to be shown the mended part, 
but he was not shown it. He quit the house ip 
a buff, and the next time be enters it be says 
there is going to be war. 

This is, of course, Mr. Rowell’s side of the 
story only. The story of the hotel folks will 
probably receive full ventilation when brought 
iuto court to-day.

Charles Bowlby bas caused the arrest of Jo- 
seph ives on a charge of perjury. It is alleged 
that he swore falsely in a suit before Justices 
Wallace and Summerfield, in which he was the

Morton Culver, attorney-at-law, was yester- 
day arrested onacharge of perjury, the com- 
plaint being that Culver had sworn falsely in an 
affidavit of attachment in aid in the suit of 
Illett & Hartwell vs. Tom Collins and wife in 
the Superior Court of Cook County.

Since the early part of 1866 Gen. Grant hes 
taken a special interest io bringing about the 
necessary surveys, and satisfying himself as te 
the results obtained, and as to the sufficiency of 
our information in relation to all of the routes 
supposed to be pgacticable. He basa full ang 
minute knowledge of the advantages and dif. 
culties attending the construction of the can} 
considered as a commercial question wherever t 
may be located. 

It was assumed by the Congress in Paris that 
nothing but a canal at the level of the sea woulg 
satisfy the demands of the world’s comm 
and as well that the cost of execution of the 
work was hardly a question to be considered, It 


iog use ot the canal and their cargoes must pay 
for this disregard of a commercial principle. It 
was stated, too, and I think with reason, thats 
very considerable part of this trade would be ig 
American vessels, or in foreign vessels laden 
with our productions. The bur den, then, of 
those excessive tolls would fall largely upon 
Americans and upon American productions of 
nner nationality, and these burdens would 
exist because the question of an economical 
construction was not considered, but instead an 
ili-considered idea of a canal a niveau at what- 
ever cost and involving in itself, even if exe 
cuted, impossible conditions of permanency. 
One may imagine that such a canal across thig 
continent under the control of those who have 
paramount interests in the Svez Canal would 
best serve them by indirectiv promoting the 
transit through and interests of that canal, 
This, as a whole, would be best done by con 
structing the American canal as far as possible 
with American money. But lor the purposes 
of Americans, of whatever nationality, for 
their advantage, ifa canal is to be constructed 
it should be with all the economy consistent 
with affording a ready and sufficient transit 
without unreasonable delay for whatever traffic 
may be required. The construction should be 
so conditioned as to permit increased facilities 
for transit as may be demanded in the future, 
Thus, if a single system of locks with guard- 
locks be regarded as sufficient now for all the 
traffic, they should be so designed and built that 
when a double system of locks would do re- 


my. 
It was assumed also by the Paris Congress 
that the transit via Lake Nicaragua would re- 
quire four and a half days, when in fact it will 
require an average time of less than a dar and 
a half. The extraordimary allowance of one 
hour asa minimum, and two hours, including 
entrance and departure, as a maximum was 
made.

A Delightful Sammer-Resort in Wisconsin, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Ki_sovurn Crrr, Wis., Aug. 23.—It the Dells 
of the Wisconsin had not been comparatively 
unknown when Mr. Cobden told Prof. Goldwin 
Smith to see two things in the United States, if 
nothing else, — Niagara and Chicago,. KI 
bourn City might have been made a third on the 
list. The number of visitors to this charming 
retreat bas steadily increased from year to year, 
till now it bids fair to distance anything of the 
kind west of Saratoga. Tourists often think it 
strange that the Dells have so lately been 
opened up to the public. Bayard Taylor ex- 
pressed the same surprise as to the nooks on 
the shores of the populous Eastern States. It 
is only within a few years that the Northwest 
has demanded another resort. 

Who should come and enjoy the kindly benef- 
icence of Nature? And I answer, Not only 
those who are in search of health and recrea- 
tion, but also those who have erred and strayed 
from ‘Thy ways like lost sheep. Nature is the 
only true reformer. Give her time, and she 
will correct almost every sin in the universe.

THE END OF A TRAGEDY. 


Suicide ef Henry Pace, the Murderer of His 
Daughter's Seducer. 
London Standard. 

The Coroner for Central Middlesex, Dr. Hard- 
wicke, yesterday (Aug. 5) received information 
from the authorities of the House of Correction, 
Colbuth Fields, Clerkenwell, of the suicide of 
Henry Pace, who was a short time since sen- 
tenced to cighteen months’ hard labor for the 
manslaughter of a Foung man named Cale. 
Both men were employed at the Clerkenwell 
Glass Works, St. James’ walk, Clerkenwell, and 
in a fit of passion, brought on by Cole having 
induced Pace’s daughter to live with him, the 
unfortunate convict committed the act for which 
he was suffering at the time of his death. Some 
sympathy having been aroused on bebalf of the 
“ruined dome,“ the public subscribed 
toward the support of the family during 
Pace’s imprisonment. The deceased retired 
to rest on Sunday evening at the usual 
time, nothing being noticed unusual or 
suspected by anyone. At twenty minutes past 
6 yesterday morning the Warder, on calling bis 
number, was astonished at receiving no reply, 
and on looking into the cell found the man 
hanging by his braces to the grating of the win- 
dow. Medical assistance was obtained, but 
without avail, as Pace was found to have been 
dead some time. The deceased’s father, who is 
employed at the same firm as the deceased, 
says: Since his conviction I have constantly 


visited him according to the rules of the prison. 
The last time was on Friday week, when he 
seemed ia bis usual health and spirits, and ex- 

ressed himself well pleased with the treatment 

e received in the prison. He did not show a 
despondent spirit, but, on the contrary, ap- 
peared to be more cheerful, especially when he 
learned that his wife and family were well pro- 
vided for.. He never made any allusion to the 
crime of which he was convicted, except on one 
occasion, when he remarked, ‘What a lucky 
escape,’ alluding to his escape from a capital 
conviction.” 

By the prison regulations the friends of prison- 
ers are only allowed to visit once in three months, 
and then the-visitors have to be named. as a re- 
quest, by the prisoners themselves. As a re- 
ward for his good behavior the visiting privilege 
was accorded to the deceased a fortnight earlier. 
and the last occasion was Friday week, when 
his father and his wife saw him at the House of 
Detention. 

The intelligence of the death of her husband 
was forwarded to the widow by post, but, owing 
to the bank holiday, she had not received the 
letter when our representative called and com- 
municated the sad news. When she had suffi- 
ciently recovered from the shock to speak. she 
said: “The first time I saw my unfortunate 
husbahd after his arrest was in Newgate. He held 
up his hands and said, ‘i never thought you 
would see me in such a place,’ and then he turned 
away. I was glad he did so, for 1 could not 
bear to look on bim. On each occasion that I 
saw him he asked about the girl Lizzie (our eld- 
est girl, who has caused all the trouble). He 
asked me if I bad not seen her, and I told him 
that I had not. He said. What! don’t she 
come to see her mother, or send the bay?’ 1 
said no, but I would try to see her. My hus- 
band’s father went to see the girl, but the 
friends of Cole refused him admission, at which 
he was much hurt, and when my husb id beard 
of this he observed. Wait till I come out: I 
will go and see her myself.’ A day or two 
afterward my daucbter Lizzie teft word that she 
would not see me at home, but she would see 
me at my mother’s, where I went to see her. 
She then told me, on her knees, that she was 
married, but I have found out that her state- 
ment was wholly uotrue. [At this point the 
poor woman was much overcome, and it was 
some minutes before she could resume her nar- 
rative.] My daugbter also said tome, Oh, 
mother, what can I do tosave my father?’ I 
told her she could do nothing; it was too late. 
On last Friday week I received a printed notice 
from the Coldbath Fields Prison to visit my 
husband, and found him in bis usual state of 
health, although I must admit that from some 
of his observations I thought he was rather 
strange in his manner. When I tirst saw him 
he said it was the longest week be bad had 
since his confinement, but at the same time he 
was getting on very favorably. The prison 
authorities were very kind to bim, and, indeed, 
thev spoke of him in the same terms. Among 
the number of questions he asked me were 
whether I resided in the same bonse, aid I cet 
sufficient food, were the children well provided 
for, and bad I seen the boy (meaning m son, 
who had lately returned from sea), all of which 
I answered intheaffirmative. My husband then 
inquired if my son had heard of the unfor- 
tunate affair,’ and I told him he had, as he had 
read it in a newspaper in Shields. My husbind 
then said: For God's sake don't let him come 
here to this dreadful place to see me.’ Since 
this interview my boy has gone back to sea I 
can’t realize the fact of my poor husbind com- 
mitting suicide. I scarcely can believe it. My 
poor husband was a kind, open-hearted man. I 
have four children dedepdent on me now, and, 
thank God, through the charity of sympathizing 
friends, I have been able to provide them up to 
the present with all the necessaries of life. The 
fund raised on mr behalf gives me £2°10s a 
week, which was my husband’s money, but I a 
week is allowed to my daughter out of the 
fund. At the end of the term of my husband’s 
imprisonment a lump sum was to come to us; 
but now I cannot tell what will be the result.“ 
During the time the poor woman was giving 
the foregoing narrative the fa ber of the de- 
ceased arrived, and comforted his dauchter-in- 
law as best he could. The poor little children, 
who bave hitherto been kept ignorant of their 
father’s position, still remain so.

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How the Women Were Saved at Beaufort. 
A Beaufort (N. C.) correspondent of the New 
York Hera/d furnishes an account of the saving 
of the female-guests of the Atiantic Hotel, in 
that town, which was entirely destroved by 
Mondav's great storm. At o’clock in the 
morning the guests commenved to leave the 
doomed building, and at thattime the bridge 
connecting the hotel with the billiard-room was 
a wreck, the waves beating from two to three 
feet above the walk. The male guests, with the 
help of the good citizens of the town, secured 
the walk witn ropes and commenced to save 
the women. The first lady to be carried out 
was Miss Gales, of Raleigh, N. C., danghter of 
the late Seaton Gales, about 13 years oid. Two 
gentlemen would take charge of a lady, 
and together they would—under the most peril- 
ous circumstances, the wind blowing a gale and 
the waves dashing with the utmost fury against 
them—make their way to the billiard-saloon, 
and then the ladies would go through to be re- 
ceived at the northern door by two more gentle- 
men, who were up to their waists in water, and 
thence they would be takes to terra firma. 
Nearly three-fourths of the guests were either 
ladies or children. The children were nearly all 
saved by acolored boatman named James Davis, 
and Jim tells with great gusto that Gov.

Mayor Harrison Still Retains the Man 
Hitchcock, 


His Record. 


Something over a month ago a Tum re- 
porter informed Mayor Harrison that the person 
named Hitchcock, whom he had appointed to the 
responsible position ot Registrar of Scrip, was an 
indiyidual who might well be investigated, his 
past record not belug such as to justify his hold- 
ing any position under the City Government. 
The Mayor was informed by the reporter that 
Hitcheock had left the Chicago & Northwestern 
Road under a cloud many Years ago, and had ata 
more récent time been dismissed from 
the service of the American Express Com- 
pany for a shortage of several hundred 
dollars in bis account. It seemed, under 
ordinary circumstances, as if the proper thing 
for the Mayor to have done would have been to 
have investigated this matter, ascertain the eor- 
rectness of the reports thus privately made, and 


acted accordingly. 

ALL THAT HE DID, HOWEVER, 
was to tell Mr. Hitchcock that such statements 
had been made concerning him, and that he 
wished him. to disprove them. Mr. Hitchcock 
denied their truth, and went around to the 
oftice of the Express Company, where he saw 

MR. SEATON, 


and asked him not to persecute him. Mr. Sea- 
ton said he should not volunteer any informa- 
tion on the subject, but, if he were called upon, 
be should certainly state what be knew. The 
Mayor paid no further attention to the matter, 
being seemingly satisied with Mr. Hitchcock’s 
statement that it was allright. In the course 
of a few weeks there was published in the pa- 
pers an interview of a reporter with Mr. Seaton, 
in which that gentleman stated that Hitchcock 
bad been short in his accounts, and had never 
paid up the money. 
THE ONLY RESULT OF THIS 
was that Hitchcock allowed himself to be inter- 
viewed by the Mayor’s organ, and denied the 
truth of Mr. Seaton’s statements. The Mayor 
was interrogated by the reporters as to the ac- 
tion which he should take on charges so 
detinitely made by so responsible a person. His 
reply was that these statements merely ap- 
peared in the newspapers, and that things ap- 
pearing in the newspapers were not necessarily 
true. This is a weak excuse, since, while errors 
creep into newspapers. yet ninety-nine out of a 
hundred things which appear in the public 
press are true, and the presumption is, in a 
case like this, that, if a man like 
Mr. Seaton, being interviewed, makes certain 
statements which appear in a paper, those state- 
ments were actually made by Mr. Seaton and 
were published with his consent. Such inter- 
views are not fabricated. The Mayor and 
Comptroller Gurney accepted, apparently, the 
explanation made by Mr. Hitchcock in the 
Mavor’s organ, and let the thing slide. But a

It is a disgrace and a scan- 
dal that, after two persons as prominent and as 
reputable as Messrs. Seaton and Floyd have 
stated, in uncondradicted interviews published 
in all the papers. that this individual 
Hitchcock has stolen money from the 
corporation whose affairs he managed, he should 
be allowed to remain a moment in the service 
of the City Government, even in the capacity of 
acopvist. Previous Administrations bave been 
in the babit of promptly removing persons 
against whem dishonesty could be proven. 
There is no instance where an individual] with a 
record as flagrant as Hitchcock’s bas deen al- 
lowed to hold office for a moment. Indeed, no 
such person was ever appointed.

AN INTEROCEANIC ROUTE. : 


Nicaragua's Railroad from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, 
Correapondence New York Tribune. 

Lzon, Nicaragua, July 23.—While M. de Les- 
seps and his followers are prevaring gigantic 
schemes for procuring an indefinite number of 
hundreds of millions of dollars, to be expended 
in cutting a neat vertical slice out of the isth- 
mus which joins North and South America. and, 
according to a route carefully surveyed by the 
simple and inexpensive process of applying a 
lead-pencil to a map somewhat imaginary in its 
details, the Government of this little Republic 
is engaged in the construction of an inter- 
oceanic route far more modest in its scope, 
but infinitely more business-like in its 
management. This route is to consist of 
a three-feet-and-a-balt varrow-guage railway 
between the Town of Corinto, on the 
Pacifie (better known by its old name of 
Realejo, and far the best port on that coast in 
all Central America or Mexico), and the little 
Town of Moabita, at the western end of the 
Lake of Managua, passing through the Towns 
of Chinandega and Leon, the latter being the 
most important point in Nicaragua, and exceed- 
edin size by Guatemala only among Central 
American cities. Another piece of railway is 
to be built from the Town of Managua, situated 
on the eastern end of the lake of that name, to 
Granada, which lies on the south shore and near 
the western end of the Lake of Nicaragua. 
The road from Corinto to Moabita will be about 
sixty miles in length, and the one from Mana- 
gua to Granada about thirty miles. As a line 
of steamers already plies between Granada 
and San Juan del Norte or Greytown. through 
the Lake of Nicaragua and the San Juan 
River, a small steamer to run be 
tween Moabita and Managua is all which will be 
needed to complete the line of steam communi- 
cation between the two oceans, making a route 
wh'ch, besides supplying the needs of the local 
traffic of the country, cannot fail to be extreme- 
ly attractive to the tourist, thouch I fancy that 
its commercial importance outside of Nicaragua 
itself will be trifling. 

The survrising feature in these railroad enter- 
prises is that the money expended therein has 
not been extracted from the pockets of the con- 
fiding foreign bondholders, but is furnished bv 
the Government of Nicaragua itself. It seems 
that the Minister of Finance found himself last 
vear witha balance in the Treasury of about 
$80,000, after ‘deat the exnenses of thy 


Government, out of a total revenue of about 
$1.000,000. The vernment immediately de- 
cided to invest this sum in as much railroad 
as could be got for the money, and 
to continue it in future vears with whatever 
surplus the budget may show. And here let 
me observe that 880,000 is a good deal of mone: 
in this country, where the price of labor is from 
50 cents to 40 cents a day. So an American en 
gineer was sent for, and 100 or 200 men were eet 
at work, and, the ground between Chinandega 
and Corinto being verv favorable to railroad 
construction, the grad’ng of that portion of the 
road will soon be finished. The Government 
has also adooted the ingenious expedient of 
sending all offenders against the law to work on 
the road, and the zealous Prefects keep a sharn 
lookout for anv vase of drunk and disorderly,”’ 
who is immediately dispatched to contribute the 
labor of a week or two to the cause of rapid 
transit.

Garibaldi’s Friar Tuck.

The life of Fra Pantaleo, who has often been 
described as the Friar Tuck of Garibaldi, and 
who was buried last week at Rome without any 
religious ceremony, was a very eventful one, as 
Menotti Garibaldi and several of his former 
comrades reminded the large concourse of peo- 
ole who followed him to his grave. Born in 
1835, be became a Franciscan before be was 21. 
and was appointed Professor of Philosonhy at 
the Seminary of Palermo. His views. however 
were very rer erates to the Archbishop o. 
Palermo, who declared him to be a heretic, and 
stopped his course of lectures. This was just 
about the time that the revolutionary 
movement was beginning in Sicily, and 
Fra Pantaleo entered into it with great 
fervor. The attempted insurrection § in 
April, 1860, having failed, Fra Pantaleo, in 
the garb of a monk, and with a cross in his 
hand, scoured the surrounding country, preach- 
ing a holy war, and collecting to his standard 
hundreds of peasants, whose rallving cry was: 
‘Death to the Bourbons!” When Garibald: 
linded at Marsala he was at once joined by Fra 
Pantaleo, who presented bim to his friends a- 
“the new Ugt Bassi.“ Garibaldi afterwards 
gave him his vortrait, with the characteristic in- 
scription: “‘To my friend and companion in 
arms, Pantaleo, to whom Italy and the world 
owe a debt of gratitude.’”’ He entered Palermo 
with The Thous ind.“ and was woundea there, 
ind afterwards accompanied Garibaldi in bis 
campaign in the Tyrol at Mentena. When 
Garibaldi raised a legion to assist France in 
1870, Pantaleo was one of his officers, and ob 
tained the rank of Major after the battle oi 
Dijon, A month or two afterwards Fra Panta- 
ieo took to himself a wife, and his widow, by 
whom be bas had several children, is left ir 
such a state of poverty that the Press Associa- 
tion at Rome is raising a subscription for her, 
ind also for his mother and sister, who are also 
destitute.

The State Board Committee on the Assess- 
ment of the Capital Stock of Corporations pe- 
gan a tbree days’ session at No. 119 Dearborn 
street yesterday morning, having sent out vo- 
tices that tney would bear statements,“ and, 
io the absence of returns, would fix values at 
such amounts as should be warranted by the 
best information they could obtain. As Mr. 

expressed it: 

“We meet for the purpose of receiving re- 
turns from corporations which haven’t made 
any, and looking over those of the corporations 
which have lied: and when we get back to 
Springfield we will review the information we 
get here and try to do exact justice.” — 

So far about fifty corporations have made 
partial returns. About the same number have 
mage none at all. Some, like the gas and 
streetcar companies, have dodged, taking the 
chances on skinning through. The Committee 
propose before they get through to find out 
just what the capital stock of the different cor- 
pora s is worth. 

The local Assessors’ returos to Springfield 
show thst they have fixed the cash valne of all 
the property in the State this year at 8780. 000. 
000. This is about one-fourth of its value, bat 
the State Board will doubtless call it 50 per 
cent., and the capital stock of corporations will 
be assessed on that basis. Nothing definite will 
be known as to valuations for a day or two; 
but the returns sent in will be equalized.“ and 
those corporations which have dodged will find 
that they have not escaped taxation on their 
capital stock. és

A JOB FOR HIS HONOR. 

Complaints are becoming quite numerous 
again that the relations between the Health 
Officers of the wards and their scavenger friends 
are entirely too close. It ie claimed that the 
first-pamed are now doing little eise than search- 
ing up and making complaints against foul 
privies, and that they spare no pains, in serving 
complaint notices; to impress upon the party 
complained against of the absolute necessity of 
employing Smith, Jones, or some other favored 
individual to do the work, notwithstanding 
they bave orders forbidding any such conduct. 
A prominent scavenger yesterday said that he 
had been paying them a percentage, amounting 
to about $1 to the privy, so it is vot difficult to 
explain their interest in this class of work, and 
their neglect of other duties in which there js 
no money. If the scavenger tells a true story 
the Health Officers are little else than solicitors 
for this fraternity, and make more money in 
this way than the city pays them, and the 
should be looked to. The privies whic 
need cleaning, as a sanitary measure, 
should be cleaned, but some system ougut to be 
adopted by which the Health Officers could be 
prevented from forcing poor people to an un- 
necessary expense, especially in those cases 
where it is claimed they bave so bigher am- 
bition than the grining of their percentage. Dr. 
De Wolf should lecture his men on the subject, 
or have the Mavor do it. The latter proposition, 
however, would probably be the better, for the 
reason that the officers are the creatures of his 
Honor. 

THE CITY-HALL CONFERENCE. 

The Mayor, Supt. Kirkland, Commissioner 
Waller, and the contractors on the new City- 
Hall, bad another conference yesterday moru- 
ing on the question of what the contract and 
plans for the stone-work called for, especially 
with reference te the cornice course. There was 
a dispute with the contractors as to what the 
words “‘superabundance of weight upon the 
walls meant in the contract, the former con- 
tending that the line of the wall extended be- 
yond the actual line in the course in question, 
and, consequently, that it was not necessary to 
have the stone as deep as had been insisted 
upon; while, on the ether band, the Mavor and 
Mr. Waller insisted that the wall-line of the 
geveral structure should be the guide in the 
work and the interpretation of the contract. It 
is very natural tha they were unable to agree, 
and the result was the whole question 
was submitted to the Corporation Counsel 
for an opinion from a legal  stand- 
point. This question being gotien 
rid of temporarily, that of responsibility for the 
construction of the building—whether it de- 
yolyed upon the Mayor, tue Department of Pub- 
lic Works. or uvop the Superintendent—was 
discussed at some length. It appears that the 
contracts and specifications disagree upon this 
point, and, while it was generally conceded that 
the Mavor was responsible, uo conclnsion or un- 
derstanding was reached. Mr. Waller does not 
want to assume the responsibility for the past, 
and cannot be expected to, nor yet is he anxious 
to have charge of itin the future, but he. will 
not shirk the responsibility. He is in favor, how- 
ever, of dividing the responsibility between 
the Mayor, a Superintendent, and, 
himself, and on the question of disposing of 
the two reports of the investigation of the work 
now before the Council, be is opposed to adopt- 
ing the majority report. He says it may be ail 
right, but its adoption wonld be an acceptance 
of the work as far as it has gone on the part of 
the city, which he does not think ought to be 
done at this time. Another conference is to be 
beld, of course, andin the meantime the work

ILLEGAL BILLS. 
THE COUNTY BOARD SHOULD STOP THIS. 

On or about the 19th or 20th of last month 
County-Attorney Willett was asked for an 
opinion as to whether the purchase of supplies 
came under the heading of contracts,“ and re- 
quired (where the amount involved was over 
$500) a two-thirds vote of the full Board. Mr. 
Willett revlied with an opinion whicn the Nel- 
sons, Furstenbergs, and Fitzgeralds are going 
to have a good deal of trouble with. He first 
quoted the law of 1879 as follows: 

The words to be interpreted are these: The 
said Board of Commissioners shall have no 
power or authority to delegate to any commit- 
tee or other person or persons the ‘power to 
act’ when such ‘ power to act’ shall involve the 
letting of any contract or the expenditure of 
public money. exceeding $500, and any action of 
said Board, committee, person, or persons is 
null and void.“ 

And again: No money shall be naid or ad- 
propriated by said County Commissioners be- 
yond the sum of $500 unless such aporopria tion 
shall have been authorized by a vote of at least 
two-thirds of the members elected to said Coun- 
ty Board.“

FOLLOWING CONCLUSIONS: 
„The language quoted is based on a wrong in- 
terpretation of the old law, the mistake being iu 
supposing that the Board of Commissioners had 
formerly] power or authority to delegate to 
anv committee, person, or persons the power 
to act’ in letting contracts at all. The prohibi- 
tion in the amendment [of 1879] forbids the do- 
ing of an act which the County Board had no 
power to do, so that the prohibition is idle and 
apt to mislead. It forbids the doing of a void 
act. It declares that to be a nullity which 


the common law has always declared should 
be a nullity. The legal effect of the 
amendment merely differs from the old law in 
requiring a two-thirds vote of all members 
elected when over $500 is ‘appropriated or 
paid.’ When the amount is less than that sum 
the law remains the ame. 

„he amount involved in a contract does not 
change the way in which the contract should be 
let, the only difference consisting in the num- 
ber of votes necessary when the amount in- 
volved exceeds $500. No action concerning 
contracts is valid except it be the action 
of the Board. Yet the Board, occasionally by 
necessity, and frequently by mistake. ratifies 
the illegal action of its members and commit- 
tees, who in good faith have made engagements 
for the county which they had no legal right

of the Board in cpafirming illegal action of 
committees. It is understood that good law- 
vers coincide with his views. and, to the ordi- 
nary layman, the. language of the statute ap- 
pears so piain that neicher neglectful commit- 
tee-men nor petted contractors can hope to 
over-ride it. The contracts are not only voida- 
ble but void upon their face, and just exactiv 
bow Tom Nelson, Furstenberg, and Joe Hogan 
are going to get their money, unless Fitz- 
gerald pays them, nobody can see.

WISCONSIN FISH SCANDAL. 


General Demoralization of the Board, and 
Several Resignativns—The Board Will 
Prob. bly Be Abolished. 

Bpectal Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Mapison, Wis.. Aug. 27.—The virtual break- 
ing-up of the Wisconsin Fish Commission is ac- 
companied with a mass of scandal which can 
only be collected by many personal interviews, 
and the collection of a quanttty of documents. 
affidavits, reports, etc. Notwithstanding the 
troubles occurring from time to time, and which 
have finally culminated in the disruption of the 
Board, State fish-culture till this year has 
been partially successful in Wisconsin, througn 
the liberal apvropriations of the Legislature 
and the unwearied labors of the President of 
the Commission, the Hon. William Welch, of 
this city, who has been an enthusiast in the work 
and bas veglected his extensive law practice to 
give it his attention. but who bas beep at length 
compelled, by a sense of duty and of self-respect, 
to abandon it. 
composed@ nominally of seven members, origi- 
nally, in 1874, consisted of but three,—Mr. 
Welch, Dr. P. R. Hoy, a _ distinguished 
scientist, of Racine, and A. Palmer, a private 
tish-breeder, of Boscobel. The Board was after- 
wards, in 1876, increased to five members, in- 
cluding the Governor ex-officio, and H. F. Dous- 
man, proprietor of another private fish-pond, 
was added. It was shortly after this time that 
the trouble began, in sales by the two fish- 
breeders of the products of their own ponds to 
the State. Some sales of breeding speckled 
trout by Dousman are alleged to haye been at 
exorbitant prices. Mr. Weich, the President of 
the Commission, did not knowingly connive at 
this swindle, but, not being an expert, left the 
stocking of the ponds to the practical fish- 
breeders, who filled them, as stated, by pur- 
chases from themselves at inordinately high 
prices, and be did not discover the flagrant 
nature of the transaction tiil several months 
afterward, when be denounced it, and perempt- 
orily refused to be a party to any fur- 
ther purcbases of the kind. As the 
statutes were about being revised at that 
time, he suggested to the revisers a law disqual- 
ifying private fish-breeders for membership on 
the Commission, which was -subsequently 
enacted, and the Board was reorganized. Pres- 
ident Welch and Dr. Hoy were retained, and 
the balance of the Board was made up of new 
appointees, but nearly all its practical work 
was performed by the two old members. The 
affairs of the Board were embarrassed to some 
extent by the hostility of the displaced fich- 
speculators, and its difficulties increased from 
time to time till an explosion occurred last 
spring, when, owing to the mismanagement of 
H. W. Welsher, employed by the Commission to 
superintend the fisheries, 50.000 newly-hatebed 
speckled treut were killed in the batching- 
troughs at the Madison hatchery. The imme- 
diate cause of this loss was that Welsher bad 
placed quantities of prairie muck and coarse 
barrel salt in the trougiss, in imitation, and, 
as he said, by direction of ex-Commissioner 
Dousman, who at his ponds used clean gravel 
in the troughs and slightly sprinkied 
clarified salt in the water. When 
this loss occurred, President Welch 
issued a circular informing the public of the 
fact. and stating the causes by which the mis- 
fortune had been produced, Mr. Wüsher indors- 
ing its truth, and placing the responsibility on 
ex-Commissioner Dousman. This form of the 
charge implied that Dousman bad conspired to 
cause the loss to the State trout-ponds in order 
that be might sell the State enough fish to re- 
pienish them; and this suspicion derived color 
from the fact that he applied to sell trout to the 
State simultaneously with the public intellt- 
gence of the loss which had occurred, as if he 
had been aware of the treatment, and had fore- 
seen its effects. The loss of fish in © Was 
not less than $10,000, and it was further ly 
aggravated by the tact that citizeus in all parts 
of the State had been promised supolies from 
these fish for public waters and private ponds 
uoder the law. 4 

Shortly aſter this calamity occurred at the 
Mavison hatchery, rumors of Jong-standing 
abuses-and mismavagcment at the Milwaukee 
hatchery, also under Welsher’s superintendency, 
reached President Welch. into which be insti- 
tuted vigorous inugairy. Lhese new charges is- 
cluded negiect of duty, the wanton destraction 
of young fish which sbould bave heen sent to 
the interior of the State, continued drunken- 
ness on dutv, largely overstating the number 
of fish distributed, and keeping a woman of 
dad character, whom he had brought from the 
East, at the hatchery, receiving wages from the 
State, and doing no work. The details of this 
charge are too gross for publication. This dis- 

eefal state of affairs was kept from the 
nowledge of Mr. Welch by the reticence of the 
other emploxves, who were dependent on Super- 
intendent Welsher for keep ng their places, and 
because, as Mr. Welch’s residence was at Madi- 
son, he could make but periodical visits to the. 

Milwaukee hatchery. 

An investigation into this state of affairs was 
ordered by the Board, and took place at Mil- 
waukee in July. Ex-Fish- Commissioner Dous- 
men became the active partisan of the derelict 
Suoermntendent. and carried on an industrious 
intrigue against Presideut Welch. The report 
of the lovestigation Committee will be made at 
Milwaukee to-day, and will probably be given to 
the public. The testimony should accompany 
the report, and Mr. Welch has preserved copies 
which he will probably offer to the press. It is 
given out that the report will whitewash Wel- 


of the Commission. Thisisoniv rumor here, and 
probably not well founded. President Welch. 
in view of the scandalous condition of affairs, and 
in bis mortification at the abortive results of 
several vears’ labor which be has devoted to 
this work, and also in view of the fact that a 
whitewashing report as to Weisher would be a 
rtual censure of his efforts to purify the hatch- 
eries and restore them toa condition of useful- 
ness, has made this the occasion for tendering 
his resignation. He had hoped to have taken 
this step when the enterprise of Stace Geh- uit- 
ure bad been made au undoubted success, but 
is disappointed. Gov. Smitb has accepted bis | 
resignation in a letter highly complimentary to 
his zeal and efficiency. 
Mr. J. F. Antisdel, of the Newhall House, 
Milwaukee, ano her member of the Commission, 
who bas been elected its Treasurer, refuses to 
serve as such, and will shortly resign. 
Dr. Hoy resigned several weeks ago,on ac- 
count of these scandals. 
Charges are pending against Mark Douglass, 
another member of the Commission. They are 
of a serious character, and were. placed be/ore 
the Governor by ex-President Welch. Douglass 
will probably be removed. 
The Board is practicaily so completely broken 
up br these changes, and the reports are of 
such a disgraceful character, that the next Leg- 
isiature will probably abolish it.

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DARIEN SHIP-CANAL CONGRESS. 


A Hostile Criticism of Lesseps’ Stock-Spec. 
ulations. 

The official reports of the Interoceanic Canal 
Congress at Paris bave not yet been printed. 
The results are oaly known. The North-Amer- 
ican Review for September, in a rather sensa tion- 
al cote, represents the Congress asa grand in- 
trigue, at which M. de Lesseps and bis associates 
were in front, and a company of broken-down 
speculators of the Bonapartist order were be- 
hind mabaging the scenes. The editor’s note is 
as follows: 

It was rumored in Paris during the late 
Canal Congress that the concession for the 
Darien Canal. which was held by a little com- 
pany of which Gen. Tuerr is President, was 
divided into 100 shares of 500 francs each: and 
it seemed to be understbod that a company of 
400,000,000 francs’ capital would be formed to 
purchase the concession from the 
Tuerr Company, and would pay the 
stockholders of thie association 25,000,000 
francs for their privileges. Thus each share of 
500 francs would become worth 250,000 francs. 
With the fall of Sedan and the fortunes of the 
Second Empire, a large number of the most 
prominent Bovapartists lost their means of sub- 
sistence, and found themselves in a condition 
bordering on beggary. ‘There were few meu of 
private resources among them. Some had been 
placemen or stock-speculators, while others had 
been the recipients of constant and liberal gifts 
from the Emperor’s privy purse. ‘These gentle- 
men soon vegan to look to M. de Lesseps, a con- 
nection of the Empress Eugenie, for help and 
guidance. He alone of this helpless and 
bungry crowd could command the credit 
and confidence of capitalists. To pierce 
the Isthmus of Central America had been 
the cherished wish of Louis Napoleon, 
and this project was not long in ro- 
eurring to his dejected followers. Thus the 
scheme was revived and matured under the 
sponsorship and direction of M. de Lesseps, the 
executive duties of the undertaking devolving 
upon Lieut. Bonaparte Wyse, whose sister is 
married to Gen. Tuerr. A careful examination 
of the names of the French delegates to the Ca- 
nal Congress shows how entirely it was packed 
with subservient friends of the fallen dynasty; 
nor is it well to overlook the fact that the shares 
of the Tuerr Company were largely held by 
them. ‘The@e people once went to Mexico to 
seek their iortunes in a Franco-Mexican Empire. 
It seems passing strange that the couspicuous 
defeat of those plans, which embraced the de- 
struction of the American Union, should have 
failed to teach them some degree of caution be- 
fore affecting to despise the views of the Ameri- 
can envoys from Washington, or attempting to 
tamper with American interests in America.” 
Then follows a brief article of Your or five 
pages from the pen of A. G. Menocal, who, 
with Daniel Ammen, was detailed by the Presi- 
deut irom the United States Engineer Corps to 
attend the Congress, apparenily confirming this 
note in part, and adding some further particu- 
lars as to the manner in which the Congress 
was run“ and its resuits secured. ‘The Con- 
gress was composed of 155 delegates, invited by 
M. de Lesseps and the Geographical Society. 
Of that number, sixty-eight were appointed 
from France and sixty-seven from foreign coun- 
tries, and of this latter number mapy failed to 
appear before the Congress. Many of the 
French delegates were appointed from the 
Geographical Society, and especially from that 
branch of the Society called the Commercial 
Geographical Society.“ which seeined to be 
particularly interested’ in the success of thé 
Panama scheme, as shown br their unanimously 
affirmative vote on ail questions affecting the 
Panama scheme. Eight Americans were pres- 
ent—four of them, including Commodore 
Selfridge, voting also for the plan as it was 
finaliy adopted. The President's two dclegates 
did not approve and did not vote. ‘Their official 
report bas not appeared, and Mr. Menocail’s 
brief contribution to the ee ew is the only indi- 


cation we have of the grounds of their disap-

tenant-right custom to all parts of Ireland, and 
thev declared that the custom consisted of free 
sale of nis holding oy the tenant, flair rent, and 
continuous occupancr.’ They finally expressed 
approval of the policy embodied ſu the Brigat 
clauses of the Land act, and resolved that Par- 
liament should be asked to concede facilities for 
giving more effect to these clauses and promot- 
ing the formation of a peasant proprietary.

Mistakes of Ingersoll and the Preachers. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicago, Aug. 22.—Col. Ingersoll is an ad- 
vocate of Woman’s-Rights, and, as such, makes 
a furious and wholesale attack upon the Jewish 
or Caristian Scriptures. As a woman, I must be 
one of his clients in any case he may prosecute 
in favor of my sex. I, therefore, claim the 

ot of bringing my attorney to book as 

aving largely thrown away my case. 

The original documeutary evidence on which I 
rest my claim to absolute equality with the 
sterner and wiser sex is to be found in Genesis, 
first chapter, from the twenty-sixth to the 
twenty-ninth verse inclusive, of which I here 
furnish him an authenticated copy: 

And God said. Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness; and let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and over all the eartn, and 
at — every creeping thing that creepeth upon the 

So God created man in his own image, in the 
image of God created he him; male and female 
created he them. 

And God blessed them, and God said unto them, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth, 
and subdve it; and bave dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowi of the air, and over 
every living 8 moveth upon the earth. 

And God said, hold, I have given you every 
herb bearing seed, which is upon the face of the 
earth, and every tree, in the which is the fruit of 
atree yielding seed; to you it shall be meat. 

Now this original grant, held valid by oppos- 
ing counsel, Mr. Ingersoll, my attorney, sets 
aside,—ignores; and, for this cause, I may ask 
Wat he be dismissed from the case. 

But be not only ignores the title-deeds on 
which I rest my case, but undertakes to estab- 
lish a prior deed. I cannot deny the priority of 
the deed he seeks to establish, but claim ‘hat, 
as my attorney, it was nis business to resist to 
the last extremity the admission of that docu- 
ment, if offered in evidence by opposing counsel. 

This document, which he bas ignorantly or 
traitorousiy introduced, purports to be a Divine 
grant of a beautiful island to one Adama, 
created some twelve centuries before the couple 
mentioned in my deed. To this man, Adama, 
Deity brought a woman, Eva,—from whence 
obtained deponent sayeth not,—and left ber 
to be courted. Having no rival, Adama 
won her consent to become his wife, when the 
Deity performed the marriage-ceremony and 
they went to housekeeping. We are not told 
which party held the deed to the island, but it 
was held on a pre-emption right which stipulat- 
ed perpetual occupancy. Adama opened his 
eyes and looked about him, and wanted to emi- 
grate. Eva, not given to forethought, was 
probably engaged in curling her hair, and 
wanted to let well enough alone; but she was 
the waxy, vinv variety of woman, and was soon 
coaxed to go in searen of fortune; and the first 


difficulty encountered showed her to be made of 
very inferior metal, for she must be carried 
over! So this representative man carried this 
representative woman into rebellion against 
Heaven, very much as he might have transport- 
yed a bag of meal. 

Well, this lump of pulp, made to be courted, 
and coaxed, and carried anywhither by him wao 
had the will-power of the firm, is Mr. lngersoll’s 
ideal woman: and, for this reason, I ask to have 
him dismissed from the management of my 


case. 

Again, act only does Mr. Ingersoll suppress 
every title to equal proprietorship and domin- 
jon, but uses against me those records on which 
I base my claim to superiority over the entire 
masculine portion of humanity. The second 
chapter of the Book in which my deed is proved 
contains a different account of the great events 
recorded in it and the preceding verses,—an ac- 
count which seems to reverse the order of 
events. By it one might conclude that man 
was made before the animals, and bad him fol- 
lowing his trade of gardening some time ere 
„ the Lord formed every beast of the fleld and 
every fowl of the air,” Mr. Ingersoll assumes 
that these were created and canvassed for the 
express purpose of finding a helpmeet for 
Adam; and this idea he gives as dis- 
proving the authenticity of the whole 
record, my deed included; but I beg him 
to recall some of the men he has met in 
bis own day, and say on his professional oath 
whether they bear earmarks of such brobable 
intention on the part of the Creator. Oath and 
honor bright, Mr. Ingersoll, are there not men 
to-day to whom it would seem quite natural to 
be mated with a full-grown orang-outangess! 
And would it not save the police some trouble 
if these were especially expertin the use of a 
club? 1 do not admit that such purpose on the 
part of the Deity is clearly proved; but. grant- 
ing that it was, as Mr. Ingersoll claims, its un- 
reusouableness is not so self-apparent as to in- 
validate the entire record. 

The chapter, taken altogether, is not just so 
favorable to my case as I could wish, since, by 
that rule of supremacy laid down by Paul on 
the order of creation, the result is entirely Aus- 
trian.—the earth and plants taking precedence, 
man coming next, the animals third in rank, and 
woman fourth; whichis to say that a man is 
honorable in proportion to the amount of 
earth and grain he possesses; that next to 
him the animals claim consideration; and 
that woman is the servant of all, 
made for their use. As this view is inseparable 
from that which ascribes to the Deity a con- 
ditional purpose of giving Adam an animal for 
a helpmeet, and carrving on the world without 
women, I leave the opposing counsel to define 
their position, and protest agaiust any admis- 
sions which damage my case. 

A statute is null and void which fails to re- 
peal existing Jaw with which it comes in conflici ; 
and, as the equal proprietorship of woman in 
the earth, her equal dominion over it, and 
equal likeness to the Creator, are distinctly set 
forth and enacted in the first chapter, and these 
are not montioned in the second, their force can- 
not be destroyed or circumscribed by any addi- 
tional or contradictory statements it may con- 
tain. 1 am aware that that prince of special 
pleaders, Paui the Apostie of the Gentiles, 
argues, on this second account of creation, that 
woman must be in subjection to man, because 
he was made first; but, op the same ground, 
man should be in subjection to reptiles. 

If the case is a littie cloudy in the second 
chapter, it emerges into noonday clearness in 
the third, when Eve is recognized by the wise 
old Serpent as that member of the firm who 
represented progress. After she had eaten the 
apple because it was to be desired to make 


gone wise,” and Adam had taken his, for no rea- 


sou, apparently, but because it was good to eat, 
they both started on that course of industry, 
and study of the arts and sciences, which has 
girdied the earth with telegraph-wires and rail- 
roads, and brought us into familiar intercourse 
with the world of light around us.

It 
shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his 
heel!“

This old Serpent, thus marked as the natural 
and hereditary form of Woman, was no other 
than that Beelzebub who had made war in 
Heaven, and, according to Milton, came near 
dethroning ite King. This old Serpent had met 
the embattled hosts of Angels, Archangels, 
Cherubim. and Serephim, and had driven them 
to the wall, so that the reserve forces of Om- 
nipotence had to be sent agarost him beiore he 
vould be beaten back from the ground he had 
chosen; and, in this account, be, the conqueror 
of Angels, is left to the generalship of the 
woman, who is to conquer bim at last. 

What was man to be doing while woman was to 
assist or supplant the heavenly host in this great 
war with the powers of Evil? Why, the poor 
fellow was to be fighting “‘ thorns and thistles,” 
digging and sweating to get bread out of the 
ground. Like Bunvan’s old man with the 
muck-rake, his back was to be bent and bis vie- 
ion fastened upon the certh, in which be was to 
work and toil; while the lady mistress of this 
starry-roofed mansion was to be planning and 
carrying out campaigns against the prince of 
the powers of the air.“ 

In reflecting on this account of the original 
plan, and on the manv, Many men who work so 
hard that their wives may live at ease, | have 
often wished there may be transmigration of 
souls, so that good men may be permitted to 
come back into this world as women; have 
hoped that, in a pre-existent state, I haa done 
the world some service a8 a good man, and so 
earned the right to be a woman; but, again, 
when I look at men, with their big bones, tough 
muscle, protecting hands, and hard, logical 
brains. they seem so well fitted for doing the 
world’s hard work, both mental and physical, 
that they ma find their reward in it. 

But I beg Mr. Ingersoll to take notice that no 
Buddhist, or Brahmin, or Pagan poet ever 
assigned to woman a place so bonorable as that 
in which we find her in the Mosaic account of 
creation, where fallen man is the bread-winner 
and she the spiritual defense of the race. 

Whatever mistakes Moses may have made, 
his early and entire recognition of the moral or 
spiritual leverage of the world must have come 
from that perception of truth which is the only 
idea I can form of inspiration. Following his 
lead we find Spenser — — the overthrow of 
everyone of his masculine knights, while the 
spear of Britomart never was taken, and women 
even when they had deserted their colors and 
taken service under the Serpent, overcame the 
bravest bearded knight in the lists. 

Shakspeare, also, but, follows Moses when he 
makes woman the controlling, spiritual force of 
the world. 

All down the line from Adam to Macbeth, 
and the latest defaulier is this old Mosaic 
philosophy recognized, and a man is just what 
his imp and the witches make him; while, in 
those lands where this philosophy is undreamed 
of, its truth is made manifest by the degrada- 
tion ot men and women alike. 

„True that, ip that garden scene, the Creator 
said to Eve, Tb desire shall be to thy hus- 
band, and he shall rule over thee ; but it is 
also true that he said to Cain, when speaking of 
Abel, His desire shall be unto thee, and thou 
shalt rule over bim; so that the rule of the 
murderer is on precisely the same basis with 
that of the busband. 

In one sense the husband rules by right, but 
only when be zules right. Jewish wives ruled 
in their own province, and sometimes were su- 
preme. To Abraham it was said, “* Hearkenjto 
toy wife“ in the management of domestic af- 
fairs; and that increase of the Jews in Egypt 
which causes Mr. Ingersoll so much mirth, can 
only be accounted for ou the ground of the Jew- 
ish doctors all being women. Of course, such 
a birth-rate, and such success in raising cbil- 
dreu, are quite in prehensivie to Mr. Inger- 
soll, who is accustomed to a society which has a 
male graduate of a medical college for every 
100 folks, and gives the care of sick women and 
children into the hands of bovs. 

Few characters in history have more honorable 
mention than the midwives who defeated the 
plans of Pharoah for limiting the increase of bis 
slaves. Miriam was an inspired propbetess, 
associated with her brother in the government 
of the people. The dauchters of Zelopbida ap- 
peared in the Supreme Court of the Nation, 
plead a great land-cas®, won tne suit, and pro- 
cured a decision which was law for centuries. 
So that we have Jewish women in all three 
learned professions, away back in the barbaric 
ages of 4,000 vears ago; and have them there 
under the workings of that old Genesis phil- 
osophy which Mr. lugersoll thinks so far in- 
ferior to that of Buddha, which has never pro- 
duced anything but slavery tor women. 

In the journer through the wilderness the 
women were voluntary contributors to the 
building of the tabernudte, and their individual 
relations to Deity and the State were carefully 
defined. Thus they were placed on that broad 
platform of a separate accuntability to the 
Autbor of all things,—the only tenable platform 
of equal rights thet ever existed or ever can 
exist. 

Moses established the first Republic; trained 
the people to the art of government and self- 
government, by choosing their rulers from the 
rank and file of the people: and, before his 
death, directed them to control their own elec- 
tions,—** choose men fearing God and hating 
covetousness, and set them to rule over you.”

She not only 
administered the laws, but seems to have made 
some. She led armies to battle, delivered ber 
nation from a foreign yoke, and made a sublime 
contribution to Holy Writ. 

Abigail took the reins out of the hands of her 
husband, and made a covenant with David 
which saved the lives and estate of the family, 
„A wise woman of Tekoah’’ was sent for to 
reconvile the King to Absatom. Another wise 
woman’’ presented herseif on the walls of her 
besieged city and negotiated a peace, when all 
the men in it were at their wits’ end. A woman 
settled the succession of the crown on Solomon, 
and, as his mother, eat on bis right hand when 
be occupied the throne. We have, moreover, 
all seen the picture of that great historical event 
where 


— Esther comes, in royal state, 

O save the Jews from dismal! fate. 

After they returned from the captivity in 
Babylon, and had rebuilt the Temple and walls 
of the city, Zechariah wrote a new constitution, 
and the men and womes were summoned to- 
gether to hear it read, to ratify and swear al- 
legiance to it. Women always went up to 
Jerusalem to worship, and to present their indi- 
vidual petitions and offerings. What other 
nation, at that age of the world, placed its 
women op such a platform? 

Mr. Iugersoll is troubied because a Jewish 
woman was unclean for some time after the 
birth of her child. As uncleanness was a con- 
dition cOmmon to both sexes, to King and priest 
as well as peasant and layman, it could not have 
been a mark of degradation; and, in this case, 
did not differ much from the retreat com- 
mon io Catholic countries to-day. It was a re- 
ligious scoaration from the world and its or- 
dinary duties; and in it the whole power of the 
State was enlisted for the protection of the 
mother during the period of convalescence. Let 
anv physiologist compare the Jewish law of un- 
cleanness with the brutal edicts of medieval 
Popes. as recorded by Hume,—aye, with 
the custeams of our boasted civilization; 
and and orthodox Christian or infidel 
philosopher of this century may 
well blush for shame at the contrast. 
No wonder the vitality of the Jewish race is 
looked upon as a standing miracle to-day by a 
people who babitually sacrifice new-born infants 
and their mothers to the demon of Lust!

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Beri, Aug. 18.— About noon yesterday the 
Emperors William and Francis Joseph met at 
the retired watering-piace of Gastein, in Aus- 
tria. Apart from all other considerations, it be- 
came the head of the Hapsburgs as a courteous 
host to welcome in person to his dominions 
such a distinguished, if casual, holiday visitor as 
the venerable chief of the Hohenzollerns, and 
those who are fond of trying to discover deep 
meanings in comparatively small events would 
do well to recollect that hospitality is as pow- 
erful a consideration with monarchs as is State 
policy.

That the Berlin press 
should almost wholly refrain from commeating 
on the subject migbt be construed as meaning 
either that the incident, in its judgment, is so 
obvious in its nature as not to require laborious 
interpretation, or that it is so full of mysterious 
purport as to render it the safer course to ab- 
stain from bazarding an explanation.

ADIRONDACK MURRAY. 


Au Interview with the Celebrated Preacher 
Why He Came to California Unheraided— 
His Traveling Companions—His Business 
Affairs. 


: San Francisco Calf, Aug. 20. 

The persistent efforts on the part of the rep- 
ortorial fraternity to interview the Rev. W. H. 
H. Murray, of Boston, since his arrival in this 
city, have not been an entire success. A repre- 
sentative of the Call, however, was rewarded for 
his perseverance by meeting the reverend gen- 
tleman on Saturday last, and, in the course of 
an extended conversation, was made acquainted 
‘with many of bis private and business affairs, 
which will, no doubt, be of interest to the gen- 


eral public. 
After a few casual remarks, the reporter 
asked: “Mr. Murray, have vou any 


objection to speaking to me in regard to your 
business affaigs? “I desire particularly to know 
something about your connection with the 


Boston Buckboard Company.”’ 

“You wish then, I suppose, to have an epito- 
mized history of my goings and comings during 
the past three or four years? Now don’t apolo 
gize; I understand you. It is the public! you 
will say, who are the anxious ones. Well, you 
are probably aware that I have always been an 
ardeat admirer of the horse: in fact, in addition 
to ‘Adirondack Murray,’ some people—not 
members of my eongregation, but you bretbren 
of the press, I think—sometimes spoke of me as 
‘florse Murray.’ My father was a farmer, and 
my boyhood davs were passed on the farm. I in- 
herited from bim at tne time of his death that 
which I now call home, near Guilford, Coonecti- 
cut. Since the homestead farm came into my 
possession I have added to it, and it now con- 
sists of 350 acres. I have also a small place in 
the ‘Town of Madison, near New Haven. At 
present I have about fifty head of horses, iv- 
cluding colts, on the Guilford farm, ali of the 
Morgan strain. I considerit the most illustri- 
ous of the borse family. I know they are not 
fashionable now-a-davs, but they are a race 
of kings. Why, I found unmistakable 
evidence Morgan blood in Gov. 
Stanford’s famous Occident. My stallion Mor- 
gan Abdalia is as near a perfect horse as I 
want to see. Then thereis my old favorite. 
Live Oak, now 18 years of age. He knew more 
thar come men, ind is used by me for general 
farm work. He has got some magnificent off- 
spring. About two years ago I became ac- 
quainted with an itinerant peddler of patent 
medicines who had constructed a wagon on the 
principle of the buckboard for the purpose of 
carrving bis medicines and avoid the necessity 
of joliing of the glass bottles. It appeared to 
me that the buckboard was too long in the 
reach, which rendered it too elastic. At my 
suggestion he made it considerably shorter, and 
finally we found that it worked like a charm; I 
remarked to him, ‘Now, Mr. Philips, you have 
a fortune in this thing. Goto work and have it 
patented.’ He replied that be had not sufficient 
means. Finally, to make a long story short, I 
assisted him fingncially, and the Boston Buck- 
board Company’ was organized to manufacture 
the wagons. They soon became popular, and 
had a large sale in New England. In December 
last I had the misfortune to have an old gun 
burst in my hands, which desiroyed the three 
last tingers of my right hand, as you see—(hojd- 
ing up bis dexter arm as be spoke). Soon after 
this I received a year’s vacation from my people. 
In January I went to Chicago, for the purpose 
of placing our wagons in the Western markets. 
I remained iv Chicago, with the exception of 
several brief visits to Boston, until | started for 
this city. Just preyious to my departure. I dis- 

ed of the ageocy of the wagons and the 
patent right to manufacture them in the West- 
ern States to the Studebaker Wagon Company, 
at South Bend, Iud., for $20,000. I suppose you 
would like to know something of my visit tothis 
coast! Well, I came here.with a double opjcct. 
I wished to introduce the buckboard here, and I 
wanted to see your State. For the latter pur- 
I believed I had better come unheralded. 
You know your proverbial California hospitality 
was something I feared. I was afraid that in 
your efforts to entertain me vou would show me 
only the bright side of your life, and I want to 
see the nether side as well. You recollect that 
Brother Cook was so well treated that he be- 
came somewhat prejudiced in his views of some 
of your customs and habits. Since my arrival 
here I have becn tolerably active, and bave seen 
many things which the ordinary traveler over- 
looks. I have made a pretty thorough inspec- 
tion of Chinatown; wandered about the city 
front; looked in upon your Police Court; taken 
aroom and eaten a meal at the What Cheer 
House; stopped at the Palace; called at the 
Central Pacific Railroad Laod-Office; visited 
your fruit-packing establishments; spent some 
time going through the different livery-stables 
and carriage-repositories; gazed with wonder at 
the crowds who swarm in Pauper allev.—I be- 
lieve You call it; took a run down to Menlo 
Park on Gov. Stanford’s invitation, and ex- 
amined his magnificent stud of horses,—in fact, 
I have seen a good deal to please and interest 
me. I intended to have remained here e 
time, and might have fired you with some of 
my lectures; but I find my business affairs are 
in such a condition that my immediate return 
bome is rendered imperattve.“ 
Mr. Murray,’’ asked the reporter, do you 
consider your busivess affairs to be as bad as 
represented by the Eastern papers? 

When I left home 1 thougbt everything was 
in a snug condition, but I am sorry to say that 
some weeks ago a nal friend of mine wno 
beld my note, which was overdue, for $1,200, 
sued it and issued an attachment on some of my 
Guilford property. As soon as this was known, 
my creditors began to push things, and the 
usual result followed. My entire indebtedness 
will not exceed $19,000, and if my property was 
sold upder the hammer to-morrow, it would be 
——— pay them off and leave me a hand-

CHINESE IN CHINA. 


Coolies Shipped to America for Gambling 
Debts—The Labor Commission Learn How 
the Six Companies Obtain Followers—How 
Missionaries Thrive. 

Ban Francisco Uhronicle, Aug. 21. 

The Congressional Labor Commission con- 
yened yesterday morning shortly before 12 
o’clock. A large number of spectators were in 
attendance, the room being crowded and mauy 
unable to gain admission. With the exception 
of the Rev. Otis Gibson, every witness examined 
considered the presence of the Chinese on the 
coast an unmitigated evil and one which should 
be remedied by a pational law restricting their 
immigration. John A. Collins, the first witness, 
was something of a Sociatist, and believed that 
things would move more swimmingly if all un- 
occupied lands were equally divided among 
those of a pastoral turn of mind. 

J. R. Freud testified that the result of the 
mathematical calculations he bad brought to 
bearon the subject was that the considerable 
sum of $600,000,000 had been paid to Chinese 
cheap laborin this State, mostof which had 
been sent to China. The Chinese do not pay 
one-fourhundredth part of the State taxes,—not 
enough within $12,000 to pay the cost of keep- 
ing suchof them as prefer to reside at San 
Quentin. 

The Rev. Otis Gibson next informed the Com- 
mittee that the presence of the Chinese is a 
stimulant to the State’s industries—the State’s 
commercial morning cocktail, as it were. The 


happy, contented, and peaceful. 

A Voice—How about your buildings they oc- 
capy, which the authorities declared unfit for 
human habitation? 

Mr. Gibson answered by explaining to the 
Committee that, owing to his Christian peculiar- 
itvof an o’erweening love for the Chinese, be 
was a muen persecuted man, and detailed the 
history of the Jackson street property, with 
which the public are already familiar. 

Mr. J. Donovan, Chairman of the late State 
Senatorial Committee on Chinese, read from 
the report of his Committee various facts and 
figures showing the alarming inroads the Chi- 
nese are making in all branches of industry. 

W Horney, a farmer, testified that a 
Chinese merchant bad made a proposition to 
him to enter into a partnership with bim in 
hop-raisine. The Chinaman proposed to enter 
into the business on a large scale, and offered to 
secure all the laborers necessary for $85 per 
year each. 

James Gilroy was the last witness examined, 
and his testimony was a refreshing change 
from the special pleas and individual theories, 
in the minute ventilation of which many of the 
witnesses occupied the Committee’s time. Mr. 
Gilroy was engaged in mercantile business in 
China during the ten years from 1858 to 1868, 
and traveled over the greater portion of China 
during that time, becoming familiar with its 
people and their customs. Although he spoke 
for nearly an bour he was listened to attentively 
hy the spectators, and before be finished the 
Committee itself was thoroughly awake and 
nearly interested. Mr. Gilroy said: “ Speak- 
ing of Christianizing the Chinese, I wil! tell 
you how the work is carried on there by the mis- 
siovaries sent from America and the United 
Kingdom. One day while passing the Christian 
mission in Shanghai I noticed a number of beg- 
gars entering the chapel, and curious to kuow 
the wherefor, I entered also and asked in Chinese 
of one of the beggars, to whom I occasionally 
gave alms, why he was there. He replied that 
he was paid for it, and showed me teu ‘ cash’ 
(one cent) which a missionary had given bim to 
visit the chapel for several days. I asked sey- 
eral others and received the same answer.”’ 

Mr. Wright—Why were those men paid to go 
to church?! 

Mr. Gilroy—l was coming to that. It seems 
that a number of clergymen were there from 
England on a tour of inspection and were to re- 
port the condition of the missions on their re- 
turn. Well, in order that their mission micht 
appear in a flourishing condition these beggars 
were paid as I have described, and the effect 
was that the inspectors returned such a gluwing 
aecount of the good work done that the contri- 
butions to the missionary fund, dere and in 
Eogiand, were doubled and the missionaries 
were enabled to continue their champagne 
dinners. This is a fact, gentlemen. Those 
missionaries are jolly good fellows and 
make happy use of the money sent them. I re- 
member one of them well; his name is Otis 
Gibson. [Laugbter.] They are such good fel- 
lows that I wouldn't give their little game away 
except as revenge for the numerous pennies I 
contributed in Sunday-school, when I had.rather 
spent it for candy. Now it has been said that 
these coolies come here of their own free will, 
and under no contract. Let me tell you how 
some of them happen to come here, that I know 
of. In the seaport towns of China gambling- 
shops are as numerous as drinking-places here. 
lt is a common custom for coolies of the most 
degraded and vicious class to enter one of these 
shops and stake their services for a number of 
years against a certain sum of money which 
they play against the gamé. If they lose, and 
they generally do, they are imprisoned and 
bought from the owner of the shop by agents of 
companies here, or in Peru or Cuba, and when a 
sufficient number are corraled they are bound by 
a cast-iron contract and shipped to their desti- 
nation to work out their indebtedness. These 
are facts, gentlemen, which the testimony of 
many foreign merchants in China cau substan- 
tiate. A coolie who commits a murder or 
any other great crime in the seaport towns 
is almost always shipped to America by bis 
friends, who obtain his passage-money 
from the Six Companies in consideration 
of a contract for the crimival’s services for a 
term of years. I knew Burlingame in China, 
and 1 know that be used the gold of a California 
ring in reaching the Emveror—a difficult matter 
—and securing bis signature to the famous Bur- 
lingame Treaty. Llioretold to Mr. Burlingame 
and his friends what the result of that treaty 
would be on California, but was laughed at. It 
is not the better class of Chinese who come 
here, out the very lowest class. Understand me; 
I nave no ill feelings against the Chinese. ‘The 
best part of my life was passed with them, and 
for the class of which nothing is known here I 
entertain the very highest regard. The Chinese 
nation is divided into two classes,—ihe loyals 
and the rebels. The revels are those who, 200 
years ago, lost control of the Empire. They 
are the most intelligent and peaceful. They 
are distinguished by wearing no queues, and 
having no womea with small feet. They live in 
the interior Provinces, and none of them emi- 
grate. The custom of wearing queues has no 
religious significance whatever, Judge Field to 
the contrary potwithstanding. It only denotes 
loyaltv to the present Government. The Amer- 
icans have but few privileges in China. Very 
few of their rights stipulated for in the Bur- 
lingame Treaty are respected, and for those 
which are the Americans are indebted to Queen 
Victoria, not to President Hayes. It is only 
through the tearof British gunboats that the 
Chinese even tolerate the few Americans in 
their country.

A REMARKABLE VOYAGE. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
IsHPBMING, Mich., Aug. 23.—The following, 
which has been translated from a paper just 
from Norway, { think is worth a small space ip 
your most valuable journal.

A WONDERFUL VOYAGE. 
From the Caristiania Morgenbiad, 
We will not forget to mention the wonderful, 
as well as the most sorrowful, vovage of the 
schooner Thorsbjerg. belonging to Mr. Thorson, 
of this city. The schooner ieft the coast of Af- 
rica on the 11th of April last, bound for Rouen, 
France, with a healthy crew; but the same day 
they commenced, one after another, tovet sick, 
and, in two days after, every man was down, 
with the exception of the Mate, H. A. Harold- 
son, and a sailor named Otto Torgerson. The 
Mate was attacked at the commeocement, but 
remained able to be on deck. Torgerson, how- 
ever, managed somehow to keep well the whole 
voyage through. 
The first ten days the schooner was kept un- 
der the coast of Africa,—in part from calm 
weather, aud in part from changing winds, be- 
ing uvable to make any beadway. 
In the meantime the ship-carpenter died on 
the 19th of Abru. The ship was then in 8 deg. 
min. North Lat., and 18 deg. 8 min. 
West Long. On the Alst died the steward; and 
the same day, towards evening, the Captain. 
On the 4th of June every one was dead except 
the two mentioned above, all having died of 
climate-fever. 
The Mate writes from Rouen, France, where 
he arrived June 30, as follows: 
“Octo and I steered the ship forward the 
whole time, without any help from any one. It 
is to be remembered that our heroism is not 
bere in question. God has been with us night 
and day, and He bas been our watchword, and 
it is He alone we have to thank for all.“ 
Itis almost a wonder, thattwo men could 
handle a sbip of 500 tous in the storms they ex- 
perienced from the llth of April to the 20ch of 
June, and according to the Mate’s statement, 
there were changing storms and most contrary 
winds over the wobole Atlantic Ocean. 
it is not very easy to describe what these men 
sugered during the seventy long days; and it 
seems to us that the names of the Mate, H. A. 
Haroldsoo, and sailor, Otto Torgerson, should 
be mentioned with honor as a pride to our great 
army of seamen; and especially should they get 
a *‘ shining star” asa proof of thanks from the 
company in which the Thorsbjerg was insured.

MISSISSIPPI. 


A Wall of Woe from the State of Wretch- 
edness—A Once Prosperous Commonwealth 
Going to Wreck and Ruin. 

Correspondence Cleveland Herald. 
Wasarneton, D. C., Aug. 23.—The following 
letter, giving an inside glimpse of the social and 
industrial condition of affairs in Mississippi as 
they were last winter, wul be read with interest 
by all who care to know the exact truth with re- 
gardtothem. The writer is an iutelligent busi- 
ness man, and his letter is addressed toa gen- 
tleman who fills a position of commanding in- 
fluence in the councils of the nation. Its pro- 
duction at atime when the condition of affairs 
in Mississippi occupies so large a share of public 
attention, and when almost everything which is 


by the prejudices of the writer, is opportune: 
Orrutt, Miss., Jan. 2.—Your letter was for- 
warded to me here. As a means of giving you 
proper insight into the country [ write again, 
for you may have the opportunity of so direct- 
ing both public sentiment and legislation as to 
produce benefit to this section. ‘The hard times 
and poor crops along the Mississippi River have } 
reduced all classes to a condition which no one 
can realize except by coming here. Macnificent 
estates, which formerly yielded fabulous re- 
turns, are now mere wrecks, and as is the land- 
ed property and the land-owners of the country, 
so may it readily be pictured what the laboring 
classes must be. 

Since the War each year the negro laborers, 
with few exceptions, have been growing poorer 
and poorer, until now there is an actual im- 
poverishment of the whole mass, and they are 
powerless to cultivate crops, and must depend 
upon others for actual food in the future. Out 
of 100 laborers there will not be found five who 
bave teams, wagons, and other implements for 
successful cultivation. 

I have been here nearly two weeks, right in 
their midst, with hundreds of them in a radius 
of six miles, and what 1 write is trom actual ob-

The ignorance, the immorality, the deg- 
radation must in time react with dreadful re- 
sults upon the now better educated and more 
prosperous sections. And in a year of dearth or 
famine the condition would be on a smalier scale, 
like that of North China where last year 10,000,- 
00) people are said to huve died. 
While it is proper that full vindication of the 
law should be insisted upon everywhere, it 
seems to me that a thorough understanding of 
the true condition of the laboring classes here 
might aftord the opportunity of directing 
thought toward such measures as would reclaim 
this country from its present drift toward serf- 
dom and barbarism. The infusion of new 
blood saves life in desperate cases, and it is ber- 
tinent to suggest thata new class of labor is 
necessary bere not only to secure future cultiva- 
tion of the land but to inspirit and encourage 
the now almost lifeless labor, and by exampie 
and association to elevate the morale of the resi- 
dent population. 
To develop this, would it not de wise to make 
the levees along the river, with permission to 
corporgtions to build railways thereuvon, and 
thus bing an influx of hardy and industrious 
white men here to till the soil? In my judg- 
ment this would go far to solve the political 
and social problems, and the enhanced value of 
commerce would soon pour back into Northern 
States forty-fold the sums expended on general 
account. 
Ihave intruded on your valuable time, as I 
have heretofore done, for the carnest purpose 
of doing all in my power to advance the com- 
mon welfare of our people. B.

SECRETARY SHERMAN. | 


An Explanation that Ought to Satisfy Most 
Everybody. 
CNet, O., Aug. 27.—Secretary Sherman 
to-day visited the Merchants’ Exchange, and, 
after being introduced by Vice-President Cun- 
ningham, spoke as follows: 
GENTLEMEN: I am deeply grateful to you for 
vour kind reception in this busy mart of com- 
merce, and I know theré is but little time ex- 
cept for the exchange of courtesies. I, however, 
wish to make a purely business statement, relat- 
ing to a matter in which you, in common with 
other business men, are interested. Complaiot 
has been made of the recent order of the Treas- 
ury, Department extending somewhat tne time 
for the withdrawal from N@tionn!-bank deposito- 
ries of the proceeds of the sale of 4 per cent 
bonds. I did this after a full examination of 
the matter, and am ly of the opinion 
that if 1 had not done 80 _ serious 
injury to business would have been 
the result. The refunding c perations of the 
Government have been uniformly so conducted 
as tointerfere as littie as possible with the 
money market or with private business. The 
object has been to make the exchange of 4 per 
cent bonds for 5 and 6 per cent bonds, either di- 
rectly or by credit through the National-bank 
depositories authorized for that purpose. With 
this view, notice was publicly given that the 
proceeds of the 4 per cent bonds would not be 
called for until needed to pay called bonds, 
which could only be paid when presented after 
the ninety-days’ notice required by law. When, 
however, the refunding operations ceased on the 
Ast of July, it was the desire of the Treasury 
Department to close the loan accounts as soon 
as possible. Believing that the calied bonds 
would be presented dy the Ist of September, I 
directed the Treasurer to draw upon the depos- 
itory banks for money as fast as needed to meet 
the called bonds, and, at all events, 
to close these accounts from Sept. 1 to the 1th, 
and he was acting on this order when | return- 
ed from the North early in August, and under 
i* over $300,000,000 called bonds were paid for, 
but the called bonds had not been presented, as 
anticipated. 
On the 13th of September the amount of 
called bonds outstanding was about $45,000,000, 
but only about $38,000,000 remained on deposit 
with the National-bank depositories. — 
$16,000,000 in excess of the sum wanted to 
meet the payment of called bonds had been 
withdrawn into the Treasury from the market, 
with a view toclosing the loan accounts. At 
the time stated geveral complaint was made 
that this operation was jujuriously affecting 
business, was advancing the rate of interest, 
and was unnecessarily draining legal-tenders 
from the market. To meet this condition of 
affairs, upon the advice of the Treasurer, at 
Washington and the Assistant-Treasurer, at 
New York, I issued this order: 
Treasury Department, Aug. 13.—T7he. Hon. 
James Gilfillan, Treasurer of United States; Sin— 
With a view to closing as soon as practicable the 
accounts of the Department with depository banks 
on loan account, without unnecessary disturbance 
of the money market or the withdrawal of legal 
tenders from current business, you will please re- 
ceive-from such depositories in payment called 
bonds, to be credited when passed through the loan 
division. You will require from such depositories 
sufficient money. in addition to the called bonds 
credited, to meet all demands for the payment of 
called bonds, and so as to insure the withdrawal of 
all deposits on loan account on or before the Ist of 
October next. The letter of the Department of 
March 26 is modified accordingly. Very respect- 
fully, Joux SHermaN, Secretary.
